George Fox are far below William Smith in the knowledge of Facob 
Bebmonts Writings ; and as for what Books elſe that you Quakers 
have beſtowed money upon fince you were Quakers, Ithink the

value: buritis not much matter whether you did or did nor, I am 
ſure thar ſaying of mine is true, that you will not beſtow a penny 
upon my Writings, though they coſt much pains the writing, and 
much charge the printing :- this. you Fex doth not deny, ſo that 
part of my words are true by your own acknowledgement, o that 
it is but half a Lie that you charge me with , in caſe the words be 
taken In your ſenſe, yet you charge this half Lie to be ſeven Lies.

His I do know , iris a vainthing totalk of any Hea= 
venly Secrers ro Qirakers , neither do the Quakers 
eſteem of Heavenly Secrets at all, bur dorh alrogether deſpiſe and 
hate them ; for whar need the Quakers and I conteſt fo one againſt 
the other? or why ſhould I have curſed fo many quakers as I have? 
If rhe Quakers had eſteemed Heavenly Secrets, then ſhould we the 
Wicneſles of the Spiric never have been. fo contrary co them , as 
now we are; for the Quakers have deſpiſed Heavenly Secrets more

than any other Se& whatſoever, Is not this a Heavenly Secrer to 


declare whar the true God is in his Form and Nature; Alfo this 
is a Heavenly Secret ro ſhew what the Righr Devil is in his Form 
and Nature. Ir is a Heavenly Secrer to know the place of Hell, 
and the manner of Torment. Ir is a Heavenly Seerert ro know the 
Reſidence of Heaven, and,the Aſſurance to poſle(s the Joys there- 
of ro eternity, Ir is a Heavenly Secret to know really thar the 
Soul or Life of Chriſt did dye., and that a mans own foul or ſpirit 
muſt, and doth dye, Iris alſo a Heavenly Secret to know the per- 
ſons and nature of Angels, ' Theſe all are grear Heavenly Secrets, 
with many more Heavenly Secrets declared in our Writings, which 
dependeth upon theſe aforeſaid ; bur the Quakers deſpiſeth eyery 
one of theſe Heavenly Secrets fo that you quakers cannoteſteem 
of any Heavenly. Secrets; ſo that I know itis a vain thing to ralk 
of Heavenly Secrers.to Quakers. For I will appeal to the greateſt 
enemies I have of another Opinion that differs from the Quakers, 
thatif all their Writings which they have all wrirever ſince they 
were Quakers, if they were brought toyether , there is not one 
Heavenly Secret in them all ; nay, if it were poſlible , that al] rtie

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guakers ſpeakings were bound in a bundle together , I know there 
would not be one Heavenly Secret , or true Principle to be found 
amongſt chem all : they are worſe as to that than Sodom was, for 
thece was one righteous perſon found in thoſe two Ciries, and but 
one, even righteous Lot ; but let our Writings and Speakings be 
pur in a balance, and yours in another,and let mine enemies judge, 
though I know people will be more angry at my Heavenly Secrets 
I have written, than they will of thoſe Heavenly Secrets you Qua« 
kers eſteem of; for thoſe Heavenly Secrets the Quakers do eſteem 
of, they are ſo groundleſs, that a man can diſcern no heavenlineſs 
in'them at all. And as for thoſe Books my diſciples,as you call them, 
would not lend you,l will give the Fox a reaſon tor ir. The reaſon 
is, I did deſire thoſe that had thoſe Books, who believed the marter 
Contained in them, I would not have them lend them ro Quakers ; 
for one Thomas Barnet formerly a Quaker, but afterwards believed 
cheſe Writings , and he bought one bound together , and he out of 
love ts Thomas Taylor Quaker , this ſaid Thomas Barnet did lend 
him his Book , thinking he might receive it as he did ; bur this 
Thomas Taylor 'deſpiſed it , and not onely fo, bur did abuſe the 
Book very baſely by writing upon the Margent, which thing procu- 


red Thomas Taylors Curſe;fo others of our friends have lent Books to - 


Prieſts, and they have abuſed them in like manner , ſo that 1 was

Conſtable .and.other Ofhcers more inferior., dares nor execute 
their office. upon any man, it it be bur ro whip beggars, nor with- 
out aCommitlion from ſome perſon,one or more without him; and- 
£{ ic is in «ll places Lach high and low upon the face of this earth. 
; | I 
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Ie is not the underftanding wirhin that will authorize men to firp« 


ply ſuch and ſuchplaces, but it muſt be Authoriry without a man, 


for many men that are in great and honorable places , have leſs 
wiſdom and oppor | ro manage their places than other men, 
yet he thar hath a Commitſion from others without him , will com» 
mend him that hath a better underſtanding within than himſelf; 
yet you Quakers will undertake to be Preachers of the Goſpel 
without a Commiſſion from God without you, or without a Com= 
miſſion from Man without you: And becauſe I durſt not preach 
without a Commiſſion from God without me, and not by the 
light of Chriſt within me , though I had the light of Chriſt wichin 


me-more than any Quaker inthe world hath at this day, before I 


had a Commiſſion from God without me ; and if God without me 
had not forc'd me to take this Committon upon me, I had remai= 
ned quiet and ſtill, and had let quakers and all other Opinions in 
Religion alone ; for I was of Fora his minde, willing to fit till 
and be quier, for I minded no bodies happineſs bur my own : for I 
was willing to g@ to Tarſhiſh to fit down in quiet , but I was forced 
by the Lord God to go to Nineveb, amongft all Opinions of Reli= 
gion , that] mighrbe envied, hated, and perſecuted of Quakers, 
and all other Opinions whatſoever ; and this I have found true by 
experience, and all chis came upon me from a Commiſſion of the 
true God without me, and this you Quakers calls manifeſted 
darkneſs. 

| The Apoſtle mighr truly ſay when it pleaſed the Father to re- 
yeal his Son in him , he preached him, bur what is this to Fox the 
Quaker? The Father hath nor revealed the Son in him ; for Fox 
doth not know what the Son is : bur the Apoſtle that had the Son 
revealed in him , had a Commiſſion from that Son wirhourt him: 
For ſure you Quakers will notbe fo wicked as to ſay that Pal re- 
ceived his Commiſſion ro preach wichin him, when he breathed 
out threatnings againſt the Church of Chriſt, and went wich Let- 
ters and Commilſſion from the High-prieſts to perſecute thoſe thar 
believed in Jeſus that was put to death, and riſen again, and aſ- 
cended up to Heaven, 
Now this Jeſus met Sazlin rhe way as he went to perſecute the 


Saints, and ſaid, Saxl, Saul, why perſecuteſt thow me ? Saul anſwe- 


ed, Lord, whoartthu? The Anſwer was, Iam Teſis of cane” 


Will you Fox. the Quaker ſay that this Jeſits was within Pax/, wheri 
he ſpake. theſe words , or without-him ? Sure you will not be fo 
wicked to ſay Jeſus was within Paz, what eyer you think : andif 
you grant that Jeſus was wichout him , then Pal received his 
Commiſſion to preach from Jeſus Chriſt the onely Wiſe Gold with- 
out him : For this ſame Jeſus ſaid to Paul , Thou art a choſen Veſſel, 
and thou ſhalt bear, or preach, my Name before the Gentiles, 

Now TIask , did Pau! receive his Commiſſion to preach the Go 
ſpel of Jeſizs Chriſt to rhe Gentiles , - from Jeſus Chriſt wichour 
him , or from Chriſt within him? Again, who was that which 
ſpake to Pal, when he ſaid, My grace 3s ſufficient * Was itnot Je- 
fo Chriſt? Was this Chriſt within Paxl then ? Was he nor with- 
out. Paul in that ſame fleſh and bone he ſuffered death in? This 
fleſh and bone was ſpiricual after ir riſe again, but ſtill it kept it 
ſelf anentire body to its ſelf: And are you quakers fo void of ſenſe 
asto believe that the body of Chrift is in you , and fo reveals 
things royou? So you may ſee that the Apoſtle Pau] received his 
Commiſſion to preach from a Chrift without him , and not from a 
Chriſt within him : And I received my Commiſſion from Chriſt 
without me., and-not from Chriſt within me. And Fox the Qua-

theſe ſeveral Books written by us the Wirneſles of the Spiric, hath 
clearly opened thoſe two points as much as any one thing what- 
ſoever : bur I perceive this Fox hath ſeen none of our Books , not 
as to read them , but this book onely of the ©xakers Neck broken , 
which makes him ſo ignorant of the Scriptures, and of what we 
have written ; alſo irs proves my words true, that the Quakers will 
not beſtow a penny in any of my Writings , but their own. Burt 
becauſe ſome may lee this Anſwer to Fox, that hath not ſeen the 
other books afore-mentioned, I ſhall prove by the Scriptures again 


that the Right Devil became fleſh, and the Soul of man tobe 


- mortal. 

Firſt , I ſhall prove the Devil became fleſh. Ler the Reader 
minde the Interpretation of Scripture. In the firſt Epiſtle of Fohz 
chap. 3. verſe $8. itis thus written, He that committeth fin is of the 
Devil ; for the Devil ſinneth from the beginning. Mark theſe words, 
The Deil finneth from the beginning : I think there is no man ſo wic= 
kedly ignorant to ſay that Adam was this Devil that finned from 
the beginning, for Adam was never called a Devil nor throughout 
the Scriptures ; for Aden is called the Father of Chriſt, and there 
is-none will dare to ſay the Devil was the Father of Chriſt ; which 
ſhall open more clear hereafter : butthen of neceſſity there muſt 
be ſome other Devil in the beginning whichall men are ignorant 
of in theſe our days, but this Commiſſion of the Spirit onely, Now 
this Devil chat commirteth ſin from the beginning , muſt needs be 
that Serpent that was called A Tree of knowledge of good and evil, 
this I declare was the Devil : now this Devil became fleſh, and af- 
ter he became fleſh, then the devil committed fin , and this was in 
the beginning of che world ; for the faith of the Scriptures goerh 
no further than the beginning of the Creation of Adam. Now 
minde the twelftff verſe, that proves that Cain was the firſt devil 
in fleſh. Fohnexhorting the Believers that they ſhoxld love one an- 
other, which Commandment was from the beginntng, not as Cain, who 
was of that wicked one , and ſlew his brother, Hereic is clear that 
Cain was none of Adams fon ; for Adam was never counted a wic= 
ked one by any that writ Scripture, ſothat Cairns father was the 
deyil, that is, he was that Serpent Agr th at deceiyed Eve , and 
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Cainwas the devil manifeſt in fleſh; and that a& of murther. whicks 
Cain did when he flew his brorher Abel , ig thar fin which the devil 
commicred frow the beginning ; for whar rhe devil did before he 
became fleſh, was not counted by Moſes, the Prophets, and Apo= 
ſes co be {in ; for fin was not imputed to ſpiritual bodies , bur to 
natural bodies onely : for ſpiritual bodiesare eirher to receivethe 
truit of happineſs, or the puniſhment of whar they doin rhena- 
tural body of fleſh, 

Again, thatI may give the Reader a further proof of this, minde 
the Scripture ſaich there are two Seeds, the Seed of the Woman, 
and the Seed of the Serpent , now God hath put emnity between 
theſe two Seeds: now I would fain know of Fox from whence this 
Seed of the Serpent came. If he ſhall ſay, it came from Adam, as 
moſt Quakers do, they blaſpheme againſt God that made 4damin 
tis own image andlikenefs , both ſpirit and body , onely Adam 
was earthly, and God was heavenly ; but 4dam had but one Seed 
in his Creation , but as men are generated they come to have two 
Seeds in them ; fo rhat this Seed of the Serpent muſt needs be 
fromthe fallen Angel char deceived Eve, who was called 4 Iree of 
Knowledge of good and evil; and this Seed of the Serpentthat ſhoult 
be ac enmity with the Seed of the Woman , it is the devil in fleſh ; 
for God owns the Seed of the Woman to be his own Seed , fo rhar 
Cain was the devil became fleſh, blood, and bone : and thar ſeed 
of Reaſon in Cars being now become mortal, which was immortal 
before Eve are of the Tree of Knowledge of good andevil,it comes 
ro commir fin from the beginning , and to generate and bring 
forth millions of devils of his own ſeed and nature, and fothe en- 
mity of the two Seeds continues from generation to generation to 
the worlds end. 

For we read'in Scripture that Cain is the Father of all wicked' 
men andwomen, and that wicked men and wogeen are his chil 
dren-, asthe Reader may ſee in Matthew how the devil tempted 
Chrift, thar devil thar tempted Chriſt was a man,, yet called a: 
Devil.,as you may ſee Deuteronomy the fixth,and the fixteenth verſe, 
har: the Jewes that rempted God are called Devils : and when- 
Chriſt anſwered the devil, and ſaid , 1t #5 written , thou fhalt not 
tempt the Lord thy God, but him onely ſhalt thou ſerve : ſo that rebel» 
lYous men are-called.the Devil that tempt God, And where wa 
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there ever give any Law toany other devil butro man ; to ferve- 


the Lord his God? So. tharir may be clear to the Seed of Faith 


that man Is a devil , and tharthere is no other deyil that can, or 


doth tempt God, bur man, 

Again, ir is clear that men are the children of the devil': now 
they cannot be children of the devil, except they be of his ſeed be= 
oe of him, and rhis is clear by Scripture, as may beread, 


obn $, verſe 44. Chriſt faich ro the Jews that were men, who ſaid: 


they were Abrahams children , and ſaid they were Gods children ; 


bur Chit faith theſe men were the devils children : Te are, ſairh: 


he, of your father the devil, and the luſts of your father you will do, be 
was a murtherer from the beginning, and abode not inthe truth, becanſe 
there is na truth in him; when be ſpeaketh @ lie , he ſpeaketh of his 
own, for beis a Liar, andthe father of it, Now minde, there ne- 
ver was no liar, nor murderer but man , and Cain being the firft 
murderer and liar from the beginning ; for when Cain killed Abel, 
and lied unto God, and ſaid, Am I my brothers keeper ? this was the 


firſt myrder and lie the devil Cain commicred upon earth after the- 


devil became fleſh ; therefore called by the Spirit of Revelation 
of Faith, A murderer and a [iar from the beginning ,, for then the de- 
vil in fleſh began to murder and lie, and'fo this fin hathrun in rhe: 
line of all his poſterity from generation ro generation, ſo that the: 
Reader may ſee that men are the children of the devil, and that 
the devil their father was a man, even Cain. This is the true mea— 


ning of the Scriptures, and from this Cain did Feorge Fox come, 


and this Cainis his father, this I know for a certain truth, 

And to ſtop the mouth of that Obje&ion which Quakers and all 
others do make, in that Adam knew his wife Eve, and ſhe concei- 
ved and bare Cazr, and faid, Thave gotten a man from the Lord : To- 
rhis I ſay, ſhe was with childe by the Angel before : bur after Adam 
and ſhe were put forth of the Garden , that was from the preſence: 
of God, then it is ſaid , Adam knew bis wife, and ſhe conceived and 
bare Cain, and ſhe ſaid he had received a man from the Lord ,. and; 


yet that Cain was none of Adams begerting - for we never read in: 


Serip: ure that ever Adan begot Cain, neither is Adam called Cains 
father ; bur ſhe was with childe by that Serpent Angel before A-. 
dam Knew her , bur he was but a cloak to cover her fin; as many 
adulcerous women have been with childe by.other men that were- 
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nat their husbands-, yet theic husbands havetbeen a cloak to cover 
their ſhame, and rhe childe hath been counted her husbands, which 
was nothing ſo. This many can experience if they would, and rhat 
many of the Quakers too , when . were Ranters, ifnot lince 
ſo that Cain was none of Adams begetting , though he knew his 
wife Eve; | 

Burt ſome may ſay, Why did not Moſes tell us theſe things? To 
that I fay , ir was not made known to him, nor to no other till 
now , bur to the Witneſſes of the Spirit onely, The condition of 
Eve was much like the condition of Mary the Virgin, ſhe was e= 
ſpouled co Foſeph before ſhe was with childe by the Holy Ghoſt z 
bur Foſeph never knew her before, nor after ſhe was with childe by 


the Holy Ghoſt, rill char Spurs ogy was born ; therefore Jeſus 


is called Emanzel, that is God with us z, that is, God was born of a 
Virgin. Alſo Mary is ſaid to conceive with childe by the Holy 
Ghoſt, yerif Foſeph had known Mary his eſpouſed wife in the in- 
terim of her Conception by the Holy Ghoſt, ir is like that Mary 
would have faid that ſhe had received her Childe Jeſus from Fo- 
ſepb her husband, for ſhe could not tell which gar ir, if ſuch a thing 
ſhould have been : bur it was otherwiſe ordered with her thanic 
was wich Eve ; for Adam knew Eve as ſoon as the Angel had en- 
tered into her womb , and then Adam knew his wife after they 
were put forth from the preſence of God ; ſo that Eva didnor 
know which ſhe was with childe by, the Serpent Angel, or her huf= 
band Aday ; ſo.chat ſhe might well ſay, ſpe had recerved a man 
fromthe Lofd: burif Eve had not enticed her husband to know 
her,that was,caring of the forbidden fruir, ſhe would have brought 
forth according to the time of life that very ſame devil Cain, fleſh, 
blood, and bone, as ſhedid, if Adam had never known herin 
that time; even as the Virgin Mary did the bleſſed Jeſus, the God 
and Savior of the Seed of Adam, with fleſh, blood, and bone ; So 
thatthe Reader may ſee clearly that Adam was not Cains father, 
neither did he begethim, for Caiz was the devil became fleſh; and 
this is the Right devil, and you Fox the Quaker are one of his ſons 
begotten by biin, | 
Bur.ro make it more clear that Adam was not Cains father : He 
could not be Cains father, and Chriſts father alſo. Now we finde 


by the Scriptures that Chriſt doth own Adam to be his father , _ 
re

the Scriptnres doth own Cain tobe the Right Devil , and the fa« 
ther of all other devils, as I have ſhewed before , and that Adam is 
called che Father of Chrift , read Lake the third, to the laſt verſe in 
' the Genealogy, Which was the ſon of Enos, which was the ſen of Seth, 
which was the ſon of Adam , which was the ſon of God : So that God 
was Adams Father as he was God, and Aden: was Chriſts Fa- 
ther as he was Man ; therefore calls himſelf The Son of Man. 

What do you Quakers think the Tree of Knowledge of good 
and evil was, and that Serpent that beguiled Eve ? Do bneh, pry 
upon itto be ſome Apple-tree, and the Serpent ro be an ugly 
Snake? and ſothis Snake crept up the Tree, and gotan Applein 
his mouth , and the Woman took the Apple our of the Snakes 
mouth, and ſo ate of it., and gave her husband to eat, and fo 
brought themſelves into this miſery, and all mankinde? Do you 
teach your Hearers this? Whatis it you reach, thar yoyr Hearers 
are ſo 1gnorant of the knowledge of the true God , and the right 
Devil, and of the Scriptures? This is the Faith that other religi- 
ous men do believe concerning rhe Tree of Knowledge of good 
and evil , and of the Serpent : bur you Quakers carries ir in an 
Allegory, ſothat nothing can be made of ir, neither one way nor 
other. Bur all Profeſſors of the Scriptures do own that-the Tree 
of Life was Chriſt, and I ſuppoſe you Quakers do ſo too. 

If you grant that the Tree of Life was Chriſt , then this Tree 
of Life could ſpeak : Now if the Tree of Life did ſpeak , why 
{ſhould not the Tree of Knowledge of good and evil ſpeak alſo ? 
If Chriſt che Free of Life , becauſe he gave life to every thing in 
Creation , ſo why pray not the Angel be called A Tree of Know= 
ledge of good and evil ? or a Serpent which brought death and 
miſery upon the whole Creation ? 

And we read that the Serpent ſpake wiſe words , who faid to 
the woman, They ſhould become as Gods knowing good ang evil : did 
ever any Snake we call Serpents, ſpeak ſuch a language ? Surely 
no. I maryel people are ſo unwilling to believe thar the Tree of 
Knowledge of good and evil ſhould be an Angel , and yer ſpeak 
ſuch God-like wiſdom, . and harh brought ſich woful miſery upon 
all the earth! and'very many men and women do eat of the ſan.e 
forbidden fruir now, as Adam and Eve did then. - 

And as the. Tree was pleaſant tothe eye, and good to make-one 


wile, 
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"wiſe, is ic not ſo now withluſtful men and women? doth not theic 


fancy to one another. ſeem pleaſanc ro. the eye? and aRing. toge« 
ther hath been pleaſanr to the raſte: this makes many ro know 
good and evil by woful experience, for this ſweetneſs of fin is but 


for a ſeaſon; for Ihave known many in my days that have eaten 


of the forbidden fruit, men and women both , that have waſted 


their eſtates, which was good and comfortable to them ; but now 


the,wantis evil co them : they have ſpoiled their bodies with ex- 


cels of luſt , rhey have made their good healthfiil bodies rotten 


wich the Pox , ſo that their good healthful bodies are become evil 
and loathſom to their friends ; and that which is worſt of all, the 
eating of chis forbidden fruit, they have loſt rhe peace of Conſci- 


ence, which was very good, and in ftead thereof they have had 


an evil Conſcience, as King Sa!, Cain, and Fudas had, alwayes 
rormenting of them with fear, horror , and the torments of hell, 
and thus men and women have known good and evil, by eatrtng 
of the forbidden fruir of luſt, 

This many Ranters were guilty of.co my knowledge , neither is 
your Quakers people free; for I know of thoſe that have fallen 
ro the Quakers , thinking co finde eaſe there , but they will finde 
the Quakers Principle bur a broken Reed, Theſe things concer- 
ning the Tree of Life, and Tree of Knowledge of good and evil, 
are opened morear large in The Interpretation of the Eleventh of the 
Revelation, fo 1 (hall conclude this point; +. :, 

2. I am to make good by Scriprure that the Soul of man is 
mortal. This is one of the ealicſt points char is ro prove by Scrip» 
ture andiexperience. Theſe are che words that George Fox dorh 
ground the Immortalicy of the Sou! upon, as followerh, Sairh he, 
For God breathed into man the breath of lite , through which be became 
a living Soul. Andthen George Fox asketh, Is this breath of life by 
which magy became a living Soul , mortal ? And faith, Is this thy 


knowledge ? as if it were impoſlible for me,to anſwer , or to make 
good by Scripture.

TY point hath been proved by Scripture in all our other Wri- 
tings as aforeſaid, and that Book of the Mortality of the Soxt, 


the 
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the chief ſubje& ic treats upon js to prove the Soul mortal ; but 
all theſe things will do Fox no good , nor convince him of his ig- 
norance in this point. Fox had hard luck that he could ſee none 
of theſe Writings , for nothing might have better informed him in 
cheſe things, bur the Book of The ©wakers Neck broken onely, char 
makes Fox fo ignorant of all things, for that Book doth bur name 
the Heads of theſe things, but in the other Writings aforeſaid they 
are more largely expounded, But to pive a little further anſwer 
co this point here. 

Firſt, I ſhall prove that breath of Life &ed breathed into A- 
dam to be mortal, and doth die. Let the Reader minde, Idoac- 
knowledge that Breath of Life God breathed into Adam which 
made him become a living Soul, it was immortal when it came 
from God, but ir was breathed mto an earthen veſſel ; Adam be- 
ing of the earth, he was earthly, and fo capable to be overcome by 
rempration from a heavenly body, zz. the Serpent Argel : now 
Chriſt being the Lord from heaven , therefore he was not capable 
ro be overcome by the temprations of eacthly bodies, viz. the Ser= 
pent Angel his ſeed in mortality. | 

Minde alſo, this Breath of Life which God breathed into Adam, 
wherein he became aliving Soul, it was immortal ſo long as he 
ſtood in obedience to God, and no death could have touched him : 
bur this I muſt tell the Reader , Adam could have had no other 
heaven than this world , hg being made of this earth, he ſhould 
never have gone higher to rhe place where God is , the holy An- 
gels, and all ſpiritual Bodies are, there Adam ſhould not have 
come. 

Bur this I ſay , Adam ſhould have been freed from all ſickneſs, 
diſeaſes,and death,and ſhould have lived a Paradifical life of peace 
upon this earth forever , if he had kept thar ſtate he was created 
In. Iconfeſs this was a tate that I was atways deſirous to pet into, 
end I did endeavor much after ic , bur could nor atcain ito ir ; 
but when the Revelation of Faith did ariſe in me, the Spirit of 
Faith, which I call the Spiric of Chriſt , or God, ſhewed mie whar 
the ſtate of Adam was in the ſtate of innocency , and rhe Paradil:- 
cal heaven here upon this earch : bur when the Spiric ſhewed me 
the Form of God, Angels, and'other Creatures in a Celeſtial ſtate 
in the Celeſtial -Heayens*in all glory , 1 choughr then thar this

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earthly Paradiſe, though it had been for ever, very inferior and be- 
low that Which I am ſure I ſhall poſſeſs, * TITE 
- But ro the matter in hand, I ſhall make ic appear that Adams 
Soul did die, though it was the breath of God made ir live , yer by 
diſobeying the command of God, this Life muſt die, as in Ger, 2. 
and verſe 17, For tn the day thou eateſt thereof thou ſhalt ſurely die : 1s 
not, this plain that Adams Soul did die, notwithſtanding the 
breath of Life God breathed into-him? this became mortal, and 
did die If you Fox ſhall ſay the ſoul departed from the body, and 
the boJy died, this is the opinion,of moſt people, bur it is an igno- 
rant dark opinion, contrary to Sence, Reaſon, or Faith for if the 
Soul ſlip our of the body, or depart from it, that cannot be ſaid to 
die, but to partione from another for a ſeaſon ; beſides the body is 
a dead lump fit for no uſe without a ſoul, Alſo the Scripture faich, 
7he ſoul that ſins ſhall die. The Scriptures doth not ſay , the ſoul 
fhall flip out of the body that fins , but ſhall de: ir is that which 
{ins that muſt die; And did you Fex ever know a body commit ſin 
without a ſoul?. if you did not, methinks you might be conyinced 
of your ignorance, and teach the people no more that lie. 
Where do you read in Scripture, that ever any bodies were con- 
demned to die? We read in Scripture in many places of ſouls that 
fhall die, and ſouls that ſhall be cut off from the land of the living, 
bur never of bodies. | | 
Again, it is ſaid, that Chriſt poxred out bis ſort unto death : Will ; 
you Fox be ſo wicked to ſay that ChrMſt did nor die? He poured out © 
his ſoul unto death ; Death took Chriſts ſoul tnto ir ſelf, thar.is, F 
death ſwallowed up his foul. Ir is nor ſaid he gave his body for a 
Ranſom for ſin, but he gave his ſout a Ranſom for ſin : How ſhould 8 
any man be ſaved from eternal death,if Chriſts ſoul did not die? t 
But I know the Quakers look for no benefit from the blood of * 
Ghriſt , all their happineſs it muſt come from the Law written in 
their hearts,that rhey call the light of Chriſt in them , for they know 
ly. no other Chriſt neither within them, nor wichour them. For this I 
i {ay they that cannot believe that their own fouls ſhall die , cannot 
believe that the ſoul of Chriſt did die, and ſo they can receive no 


benefit by the death of Chriſt, 
the in the Quakers Writings.

Fox ſaith, He doth believe in Chriſt that ſuffered, roſe again, and oþ FA

ded ; and yet Chriſts ſoul did nor die , according to the Quakers 
faith : for if they do acknowledge that Chriſts ſoul did die , they 
muſt needs acknowledge their own ſouls muſt die alſo. And if 
Fox had believed the one, he would have believed rhe other , and 
never have put me ro this trouble to anſwer that difficult point, as 
Fox thinks, ro prove from Scripture that the ſoul ofman is mortal; 
if there were no Scripture at all,experience would proye that eve- 
ry day we fee it with our eyes. 

Alfo I would ask Fox, or any other , where the ſoul of Lazarus 
was thoſe four days his body was in the grave ? T believe Fox will 
ſay ic was in heaven, To this I ſay , that Lazarws his ſoul was in 
the grave where his body was ; his ſoul was dead , elſe Chriſt did 
not raiſe him from the dead if his ſoul werenor dead. Minde, if 
his ſoul departed out of his body, as moſt people imagine, and 
went to Heaven or hell , then I fay Chriſt would have. called to 
Heaven for his ſoul ro come down , and go into the body again : if 
it ſhould be fo, then Chrift did not raiſe the dead, but brought two 
friends rogether that were ſeparated one from the other, 

This is the Quakers Faith , and many others beſides , but the 
Faith of Gods Ele& doth ſtedfaſily believe that Lazarzs his ſoul 
was dead, and there inthe grave, and that by the pewer of Chrilts 
words'and groans they entred in to that dead foul in the grave, and 
made it quick and live again.

Ht peoplemay ſee the confuſion of the Quakers Principles, 
who ſay Chriſt is in them;and yer Fox ſaith the Quakers own 
the fleſh of Chriſt that ſuffered. 

Here Fox ſaith, The ©uakers doth not deny wg yi fleſh and bones, 
who remainin the Heavens untilthe reftitution of all things, Bur this 
the Reader may mind,rhat the Quakers do nor believe that Chriſts 
flefh and bone is now in the Heavens, though Fox doth nor deny it, 
becauſe the Scriptures are ſo full ro prove the ſame. For if the 
Quakers ſhould really believe it , their Principle of Chriſt within 
them would quickly fail and vaniſh : for I never knew none that 
would avouch that Chriſts fleſh and bone was in them, neither wil 
any of rhe Quakers avouch that they do believe Chriſt ro be a per- 
fon now in Heaven above the ſtars in that ſame fleſh and bone he 
ſuffered death in; if they ſhould doſo, how then would all the 
Quakers do to ger Chriſt within them ? there could but one Qua= 
ker get Chriſt in him ar a time, and when Chriſt comes out of one, 
he muſt go into another. 


Bur the Quakers Chriſt is nothing elſe but an Allcgory , and fo 
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Fox ſhews in his following words ; For, ſaith he, we ave fleſh of bis 
fleſh, and bone of his bone : fo that fleſhand bone of Chriſt that was - 
reſerved inthe Heavens, which Fox doth not deny in the'words be- 
fore , but in the latter words, the Quakers fleſh and bones are be- 
come Chrifts fleſh and bone; fo that Chriſt hath no fleſh and bone 
of his own , but what fleſh and bone Chriſt hath of the Ouakers.

T JT Ere Fox ſhews himſelf a meer Juggler, for he confeſſes Chriſt 
hath a body , but neyer confeſſes that this body of Chriſt is 
at a diſtance from the Quakers , neither doth Fox acknowledge 
that Chrifts. body is in a difting. place by himſelf ; for , faith he, 
that which deſcended, aſcended :, And, ſaith he, the Quakers are of his 
body, as the Scriptures ſaith, A bydy baſt thou prepared me. 

Minde : Fox doth not ſay, that which deſcended was a body,nor 
that which aſcended neicher ; for Fox his, meaning is myſtical, and 
ſo he thinkes the Quakers .are-fleſh of Chriſts fleſh , and bone of 
Chriſts bone, of Chriſts myſtical, body. as they conceive z ſo Fox 
owns Chrift ro have a myſticatbody ,. and.ſo.the Quakers comes, 
as they ſay , to be bone of his bone , and fleſh of his fleſh; and fo 
that body which was prepared for Chriſt,the Quakers believe their 
fleſh and bones is.thar. body which the Spiric of. Chriſt doth dwell 
in, and thar is thar body the Scriptures faith is prepared. ! 

So that the Quakers, do deny that Chriſt; hath a body of fleſh 
and bone diſtin of his own, at a diſtance from them ; for if they 
ſhould acknowledge ,, as I ſaid in The ®wakers Neck broken , that 
Chriſt hath che ſame fleſh and bone. thar ſuffered, till diſtin& of 
himſelf, though glorified fleſh and bane , yer.ir is a diftin& thing 
of it ſelf, eventhe perſon of a man ,, and cannot, nor-is not within 
any man whatſoever; Tay, ifthe Quakers ſhould own this indeed, 
their Principle of Chriſt within them, would.yaniſh like ſmoke. 

For this fleſh and bone of Chrift his own perſon , was that body 
prepared for the God-head life to dwell in, as the Prophet ſpeaks, 
and that which the Apoſtle faith , the fulneſs of #he Godhead dwelt

Yet let the Reader but minde Fox his words,when he doth ſeem 
ro own a body of Chriſt, his words are ſo dubipus , and fo dark, 
that none bur the Spirit of Truth could finde out the cheat of rheſe 
Auaners : what could any man that hath nor the crue knowledge 
of the true God, and the right Devil , and the knowledge of the 
Scriptures, ſay to theſe things, this Allegorical Chear and Deceic, 
it being fo coucht under.the words'of the Scriptures?,. For this ts 
to be minded by the Reader , rhatthe ©uakers never gives no In- 
rerpretation of Scriptures, neicher in writings nor ſpeakings. This

| bur hath given the Interpretation of none. 


Onely he hath named-the words , and rayled againſt me , and 
ſo he hath left the Scriprures, and the Apoſtles words , and me to- 
gether, to diſpute out the Dyakers Principle of Chriſt within them. 
And+beeauſe Fox? hath nor opened thoſe Scriptures he quotes ro 
prove Chriſt within, and that the Quakers are of Chriſts body, I 
ſhall unfold rhoſe places of Scriptures which che @uakers ground

Fool, I. 27. It is thus written To whom God would make known 
what is the riches of the glory of this myſtery among the Gentiles, which 

#5 Chriſt #n you thehope of glory. This is one of the Quakers chief 
Scriptures to prom Chriſt within'them. So Rem.8. & 10. If Chriſt 
bein yu, the body is dead becauſe of fin, So 2 Cor. 13. 5. Examine 
your ſelves whether you be in the faith , approve your ſelves hows that 
Chriſt is in you except ye be reprobates, So Galatians 2, & 20, TI live, 
yet not T, but Chriſt lIrvethin me, andthe life which I now liveinthe 
fleſh, Tlive by the faith of the Son of God, who loved me and gave him= 
ſelf for me, Ham te Gul 

Theſe are the chiefeſt places of Scripture the Quakers have to 
prove thar Chriſt is-in them. Let the Reader minde the Interpre-

ken both in the thing ic ſelf, and in the perſon and perſons towhom 
theſe words were ſpoken. Firſt, the perſon that ſpake theſe words, 
it was tawl who had a Commiſiion to preach Chriſt unto the Gen= 
riles, and this Commiſſion to preach Chriſt was from Chriſt 
wichour him, as I ſhewed before : and the perſons he dire&s theſe 
ſpeeches or words unto, they were to ſuch men and women that 
did ſeem to receive Paxls dotrine, and doubrleſs many of them did 
truely believe that Chriſt which ſuffered , riſe again, and was af- 
cended up to Heaven, according to the preaching of 7 ax! and the 
reſt of the Apoſtles, was the Chriſt the Savior of the world; and 
that this Chriſt was wichour them in his perſon , though by faith 
Chriſt may be ſaid co dwell, or be in a man. 

Alſo Paul and theſe Believers he preached unto, did believe the 
blood of Chriſt which was poured our unco dearth , that the belie- 
ving of this would purge their conſciences from dead works , to 
ſerve the living God ; for Paul expreſſech as mach in the ſame 
verſe: For, ſaith he, 1 live by the faith of the Son of God , who loved 
me, and gave himſelf for me, So that it may be clear to thoſe thar 
have any true faith in them , thar Paz/ and the reſt of the Believers 
had Chriſt in them no otherwiſe chan by faich in the Death, Re- 
ſurre&ion , and Aſcenſion of that Chriſt without them , and-fo 
Chriſt dwells in true Believers hearrs by faith, according to that 
ſaying, Eph. 3.20. that Chriſt may dwell in your hearts by faith, And 
ſo when men have true faith in Chriſts Death , ReſurreQtion and 
Aſcenſion without them , they may be ſaid ro have Chriſt in them 
the hope of glory ; for the faith of Chriſt , or faith in Cheift wich- 
our them, gives hope to the minde that they ſhall behold thar glo- 
ry Chriſt wichour them is in; and ſo by faith a man comes ro know 
that he is no reprobare. . 

For a man that hath true faich in Chriſt wichour him , may be 
ſaid ro know thar Chriſt is inhim,and thar he is no reprobate: And 
this is thar great Myſtery , Chriſt in you the hope of glory ; for ir is 
a great Myſtery to underſtand God manifeſt in fleſh , and ro be- 
come very man in one ſingle perſon , even the Man Ctrift Jefus, 
and he to die, riſe again, and aſcend from whence he came ; this 
i5 agreat Myſtery indeed, and few can comprehend it , bur Faith 
doth fee it, and underftand ic , and where ever ir is truly believed, 
that man may be ſaid to haye Chriſt in 2 the hope of glory, and 
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to know that he is no reprobate , begauſe the Seed of Faith, which 
is Chrifts Seed , is in him, and char' Seed as it (elf forth to lay. 
hold of that perſon of Chriſt wichour him, and ſo gives aſſurance 
of everlaſting life in a man , and ſo Chriſt may be aid ro be in a 
man. 

For the Seed is counted ſomerimes for the thing it ſelf, ſo that 
if a man doth not really know in himſelf that he hath the Szed of 
Chriſt in him, and that is known by aQual believing him thar is 
ſent, that man is a reprobate to himfelf , and hath not the hope of 
glory in him, and ſo Chrift is not in his heart by faich, This is the 
rrue Interpretatton of thoſe Scriprures, and ofthe Apoſtles minde. 
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2. Þ Shall open the Quakers Cheat concerning their bodies be- 
ing fleſh of Chriſts fleſh, and bone of his bone, and rhoſe 
Scriptures interpreted they ground that Conceit upon. Firft, 
Rom. 12.and 5. Paul faith , Ss we being many, are one body in Chrift, 
So 1 Cor, 12.12. For as the body is one, and hath many members of that 
one body, ſo alſo is Chriſt, So Eph. 5.30, For we are members of his 
body, of bis flefs,, and of his bone. So Col. 1.2x. And you that were 
ſometimes alienated and enemies in your minde by wicked works , jet 
20 hath he reconc#led inthe body of his fleſh , through death. Theſe 
be the chief places of Scriptures the Quakers do prove themſelves 
to be fleſh of Chrifts fleſh, and bone of his bone : and for want of 
explaining theſe words, making no diſtin&ion , they cheat man 
ignorant people of rhe peace of rheir minds, and of the knowledge 
of the true body of Chriſt without them, | 
Let the Reader but minde the words of Par! before, and they 
may eaſily ſee that Paxls minde was quite contraryto the Quakers ; 
for the Apoſtle ſpeaks of Believers being Chriſts body, and mem- 
gÞers of Chriſts body , no otherwiſe than he did of Chriſts being 
within the Sainrs, as I faid before , that is, by the union the Saints 
have with Chriſt by faith in the true Preachers of the Goſpel, they 
come to be members of Ghrifts body , and fo called rhe bedy of 
Chriſt the Head, as you may ſee, Row, 12.5. and x Cor, 12,12; and 
Epb,5..30, and C91,1,21, Theſe places all proye that the Saints be- 


ing 
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ing true Believers are counted the members and body of Chriſt, in 
reſpe& of tharunion they have with Chriſt by faith in his Death, 
Reſurre&ion; and Aſcenſion , knowing that Chriſts body lives for 
ever , andrhat his blood hath redeemed' their fouls from eternal 
death, and knowing he is aſcended to poſſeſs a'perſonal glory, and 
 toprepare Manſions of perſonal glory for his Saints , and thoſe 
that are truely unired to him by faich , may be ſaid by Paz! to be 
members of Chrifts body , and to be Chriſts body : but this body 
is but by the union of faith in Chriſt , and by the way of compa- 
riſon; for this body hatlr never a head, but the whole Body and 
Perſon of Chriſt without the Saints , is the Head of this Body ; fo 
that if Chriſt had never a body of his own, but the Saints bodies, 
as the Quakers do vainly imagine , he would be but a fad Chriſt. 
And becauſe you may ſee that, the Apoſtle did mean no otherwiſe 
than Thave ſaid ; For , faith he,in,Rom. 12.4, 5. 45 we have man 
members in ons body, and all members bave'not the ſame office , fo faith 
he, ” beeng many, are one body in Chriſt, and every one members one 0 
enmher. | 
_'So rhatall true Believers, though ſome be Prophets, Apoſtles, or 
any other-gifrs of 'the.Spiric that any man hath, ir is given for the 
good of” others, 'who are members of the ſame faich with him, and 
fo all that are partakers of the ſame faith wich him, if they be ever 
ſo many, they all make up but one body of Chriſt , even as all the 
members of a mars body makes up but one body. 
' Burall this while theſe niembers that makes up one body , whar 
will this body ſignifie wjthour a head? Now thoſe natural mem- 
bers'that makes up a natural body, what will this body {ignifie if 
!t harh never a head ? Soir is with true Believers, if there were ne- 
ver a Head of this Body of Faith without men, even Chriſt Jeſirs, 
where then ſhould rhe motions and aft: of Faithin a man repair to 
have umon and communion with their Head Chriſt Jeſus? Muſt 
they go into themſelves.ro finde Chriſt their Head there? Surely 
no: but the moticns and as of Faith char doth ariſe from t 
Seed of Faith, which is the Seed of Chriſt in every true Believer, 
whereby he comes to have union with Chriſt "a Head, and ſohe 
is made a member of Chrilt ; and ſo all the Believers that have been 
from thebeginning, and ſhall truly believe, to the latrer «n4 of che 
world, they make up bur” one body of Sp , and this body is _

þ Burt I ſhall give the Reader co underſtand the difference between 
Ly thac body, thar is called a body by union , and that body thart is (6 


ink in ic ſelf. As for example: A woman is ſaid to be fleſh of her huſ- 
"i bands fleſh, and bone of his bone , as Adam ſaid concerning Eve 
Fi. his wifez So Eph. 5. 31. For this cauſe ſhall a man leave bis Poker 
i , and mother 2 and ſhall be joyned fo his wife 9 and they i1P0 ſhall be one 
P fleſp. Here the Reader may ſee that a man and his wife are made 
| one fleſh, by vertue of union and inſtitution : now they are not 
really one fleſh, buttheyare made one fleſh by union and inſtiru- 
tion, as aforeſaid ; for when a man lieth with a harlot , he makes 
himſelfa member of a harlor, by thatunion, and forthe harlot is 
made one fleſh with this man. Now this man is none of her fleſh, 
nor ſhe his nor really ſo ; for ſome men do abhor ir ſhould be ſo, 
yet by union with a harlot many times men come to be fleſh of her 
fleſh, and ſo are become diſeaſed with her diſeaſe, even with the 
Pox , ſo thar theſe are become double fleth of one anothers fleſh 
Dy that union they had with each other ; theſe things I have known 
by Ranters and others. 

Now minde the diſtintion : a childe that a man begets of his 
wife, is more fleſh ofhis fleſh, and bone of his bone, than his wite 
is : why? becauſe the childe is indeed fleſh of his fleſh, and bone of 
his bone , becauſe children came our of the mans loyns , as the 
twelve Patriarchs came forth of. Facobs loyns : now theſe were 
really fleſh of his fleſh, and bone of his bone naturally ſo , and nor 
by union, as a man and his wife that were two, are by union made 
one fleſh. 

So likewiſe the Scriptures ſpeaks oftwo ſorts of bodies , as that

caned A Bleſſed Feſws, This is the great MyRtery to the worl 
this Jeſus is that God that prepared a pure mortal body for him- 
ſelf, that he might be capable ro be put to death in this body , to 
redeem the loſt Seed of Adam : And this is that body I fay is not 
in the Quakers, neither are the Quakefs of Chriſts body by union, 
nor fleſh ofhis flefh, nor bone of his bone not by union , and thoſe 
Believers were the Apoſtle wrir unto ; for the Apoſtle was choſen 
of Chriſt without him , and had a Commillion ro preach Chriſt to 
others, and thoſe that did believe his Commiſſion were one in faith 
with him , and ſo they by faith might know that Chriſt was in 
them, except they were reprobates; thar is, except they were un- 
believing : for if they had faich in the true Chriſt which he had 
raught them , then Chriſt did dwell in their hearts by faich , and 
they ſhould know by faith in themſelves that they were not repro- 
bates; andby the union they ſhould have with Chriſt by faich, 
they ſhould become members of Chriſt, yea, they ſhould be coun- 
ted fleſh of his fleſh, and bone of his bone ; This is the rrue mean» 
ing of the Scriptures. | 

But the Speakers ofthe Quakers have no Commiſſion from Chriſt 
to preach, asthe Apoſtles had, neither have the Believers of rhe 
Quakers any true faith in Chriſts perſon, or body , without them, 
and ſo the Speakers and Hearers are both in the ſtate of reproba= 
tion , neither doth Chriſt dwell in their hearts by faith; for true 
faich they have none, but the faich of devils : And that which they 
call the Light of Chrift in them, is nothing elſe but the Light of the. 
Law written in their hearts, for true faith in Chriſts perſon rhey 
have none; fo they call the Lighr of the Law in them, the Lighr 
of Chriſt, becauſe the Law convinces them of lin. 

Now this Law written in the Quakers hearts, is the light of 
Chriſts Creation, and this light of the Law that Chriſt hath writ» 
ten inthe heart of man, iris written in the heart of every devil,, 
and ſo in the heart of the Speakers of the Quakers, and they teach 
theic diſciples to harken to the light within them , and (aich Chriſt 
is in them; but this is no ſaving light, neither is Chriſt within 
them, neither are the Quakers members of Chriſts-body , nor bone 
of his bone, nor fleſh of his fleſh z for they have no fair b1 his

And beready 
to render a reaſon of the hope within you : But Fox himſelf hath no 
knowledge but that he is a reprobate , bur I perfe&tly know rthar 
Fox is & reprobate, andI can giyea' reaſon why he ſhould , and 
will be damned to eternity , though Fox can give no reaſon for ir.

or evil? IK yon do, I ſhall ay this unto you, thar when-you do aps 
pear beforethe Judgemenr-ſeat. of Chriſt, Fobn Reeve and my ſelf 
ſhall be there alſo , and Jook what Sentence and Judgement we 
have given upon you and others here upon earth , the ſame Sen- 
tence will Chriſt give when you appear before his Judgement-ſeat; 
- and look what blaſphemy indi ihe Holy Spirit you have com=- 
mitted in this natural body you now have , you hall have the pu- 
niſhment of that blaſphemy 'againſt rhe Holy Ghoſt that ſent us, 
puniſhed in that ſpiricual dark body you ſhall have, when Chriſt 
goth raiſe you again, and then you ſhall know that you did ap= 
pear before the Falgemage ſeat of Chriſt , when you appeared to

Chriſt, they do appear before the Judgement-ſear of Chriſt , and 
look whar Judgement the Embaſſadors, who are Judges, dogive 
upon a man ; if juſtified, then Chriſt juſtifies ; if con:lemned,then 
condemned, and there is no appealing ro any other ; So thar you

teady, and have received your Judgetnent and Sentence already, 

bur the execution of ir is not yer come: and whett you appear be- 
fore the Judgement-ſeat of Chrift as you mean,and 1 ſhall there 
alſo, and look what Sentence I have paſſed upon you and others 
here,che ſame ſhallI paſs upon you. When Chriſt which is my Life, 
doth appear, then ſhall I appear with him in glory , and ſhall (ir 
upon a Throne of glory, and ſhall judge you wicked deſpiſers ofa - 
perſonal God, with the ſame Sentence of eternal Damnation, as 1 
did when I was here in mortality ; and chen ſhall you Fox know 
to your endleſs miſery, that God gave power to a mortal man like 
your ſelf, to give Judgement and Sencence of eternal Damnation 
upon you, though you deſpiſe and (corn that a morcal man ſhould 
give Sentence upon you Speakers of the Quakers and others , but 
you ſhall finde the Sentence of a morcal man as really rrue upon 
you, as if the Immortal God himſelf had paſſed Mupon you. Bur 


the Reader may finde this more largely opened in The Quakers 
Neck broken. 


But to make it appear more plain tothe Reader, thatthe Judg- 
ment-ſeat of Chrift Is in this world, as well as hereafter, and that 
MN ropante, police And crue Meſſengers and Miniſters of Chriſt, 


if they be choſen by him,they are Judges;and thoſe that do appear 
before them,or any ofthem, they may be ſaid ro appear before the 
Judgement-ſeat of Chriſt, and look what Judgement Chriſts Jud- 
ges, which he hath choſen and given chem a Commitſſion,doth give 
Sentence either of Juſtification or Condemnation-, they received 
this Sentence before the Judgemenr-ſear of Chriſt , becaule theſe 
Judges are choſen by him , as it is with other Judges in the tem- 
poral, as aforeſaid. 
 - This I ſhall make more appear by Scripture, as Mt. 19, 29. 
where Chriſt ſaith to his twelve Apoſtles, Tow, ſaith he, ſhall fit wep= 
 oniwelve Thrones, judging the twelve Tribes of Iſrael. Now let the 
Reader minde : Theſe twelve Apoſtles had the Keyes of Heaven 
and Hell given them here, and they had power to remis ns, and 
to retain mens ſins, that is, they had power to forgive fins, and 
power to retain fins ; that is, they had power to juſtife that man 
or woman that believed their dofrine,and they had power to con- 
demn thoſe thar deſpiſed, and did not believe their do&rine : now 
theſe people fo juſtified and condemned by theſe Apoſtles and rrue

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Preachers , they did appear before on bo menu pit Chriſt, 
for they were ». 2agrY Judges in his ſtead ; and that the Reader 
may underſtand how theſe Apoſtles ſhould judge the twelve Tribes 
of 1/rael, I declare unto you thus, 

Thar theſe Twelve had their Commiſſion from Chriſt to preach 
the Goſpel of Chriſt, unto the twelve Tribes of Iſrael, rhough ma- 
ny Gentiles believed alſo, yer Pau! was chiefly ſent unto the 
Gentiles, and choſen of Chriſt to preach him unto the Gentiles ; 
but the other twelve Apcſtles their Meſſage was chiefly ro preach 
Chriſt unto the twelve Tribes of Trae! , which were the Jewes in 
their time , and as many of thoſe Jewes as did believe in theſe 
rwelve Apoſtles Dofrine, concerning Chriſts Death, Reſurredi- 
on, and Aſcenſion, and orher things belonging thereunto , which 
they preached , I ſay the Apoſtles had power to give Sentence of 
Bleſſedneſs upon thoſe which did truly believe their Doctrine, and 
that their fins were forgiven them, and ſo they came tobe juſti- 
fied in their own conſciences , juſtified before God , and ſo had 
peace with God. | 

So on the contrary, thoſe that did not believe the Apoſtles Meſ- 
ſage, but rather deſpiſed ir, ſpoke evil of ic, and perſecured ir, cal- 
ling ic Blaſphemy, Hereſte, Deceir, and Lies, which many of thoſe 
Jews did , the Apoſtles had power ropronounce and condemn 
rhoſe unbelieving Jewes who deſpiſed and ſpake evil of the Dc- 
&rine of Chriſt : Alſo they had power to retain their fins , ſo that 
God ſhould never forgive them, ſo thar they ſhould never be for- 
given in the conſcience,nor forgiven of God : So that theſe twelve 
Apoſtles doth judge the welve Tribes of Iſraet here in this world; 
ſome they havejudged eternally happy ,becauſe they believed their 
repert; others they judged eternally damned for their unbeliet 
and deſpilings , as aforeſaid ; ſochat the Apoſtles did judge the 
Twelve Tribes of Iſrael in their time, as aforeſaid ; and this Fadgs 
ment of theirs is the Judgement-ſear of Chriſt, and theſe cwelve 
Tribes were before the Judgemenr-ſeat of Chriſt ſs long as the 
Apoſtles Commiſſion lafted, which was a matter of three hundred 
and fifty years afcer Chrifts death ; So that theſe twelve Apoſtles 
may be ſaid ro judge the twelve Tribes of I/razl here in this life,by 
their Dodrine of Chriſt. 

Alſo ic may be ſaid that the Fm”. Tribes of Ijrael did appear 

| before 
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before the Judgement-ſeatof Chriſt , for many of them were ju- 
ſtified by faith in Chrift, and many were condemned by unbelief in 
Chriſt, ſo that every one had the Sentence in rh-auſelves by the 
Apoſtles judging, whether happy or unhappy ; and for this faich= 
ful ſervice the twelve Apoitle: have done in this life, in judging 
according to their Commilion, they (hall fit upon twelve Thrones 
of Glory in the Reſirreftion , and (hall give the ſame Judgement 
upon the twelve Tribes there, as they did here : that is, they will 
juſtifie the ſame Sentence of Salvation and Damnation upon the 
ewelve Tribes of Iſrael, as they gave here in mortaliry; they will 
juſtifie the ſame before Chriſt their King , when they do fir upon 
rwelve Thrones of immortal Glory, and many that believed them 
here, ſhall ſee them in that glory ; and many thar were condemned 
here,ſhall ſee in their own conſciences that their Sentence was true, 
even as the Rich man did that was tn hell. 


CHAP, XV. 
Olikewiſe Mes and the Prophets were Fudges, and did judge 
thoſe that believed their Report, robe happy; and thoſe which 
did not, unhappy ;z as you may fee John 5; 25. Inthat Chapter 
che Jews do upbraid Chriſt, as if he did accuſe the Jews worthy of 
condemnation, for not believing in him ; Bt , ſaich Chriſt, 4o not 
you think that Twill accuſe you tothe Father, there is one, (aich he, that 
accuſeth you, ever Moſes in whom you truſt ; for, ſaith he, had you be= 
lieved Moſes, you would have believed me, for be wrote of me, The 
meaning is this , That ſeeing their Fathers did not believe Moſes, 
neither obeyed they him, but murmured againſt him, and rempred 
God at the Waters of Meribah, and at ſeveral other times, whereby 
their carcaſes fell in the wilderneſs, by their provoking the Lord to 
anger, in murawring againſt Moſes and Aaron; and theſe Jews in 
Chriſts time being rhe children of thoſe that tempred God, when 
they tempted Moſes, they being devils. that tempred Moſes, yet he 
being dead, theſe their children put their rruſt in his Wrictings,and 
py their own Fathers, ſaying, Had we lived axd [een theſe 
things, and great wonders our Fathers ſaw Moſes and the Prophets did, 
we would never bave murmured againſt Moſes, nor have perſecuted 3he 
Propbets, as our Fathers did : But when the greateſt wonder of = 
cnat. 
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that ever God did for the. ſatisfation of mans minde , was done 
upon earth, that is, God manifeſt in fleſh z the God and Savior of 
the world become very man , ſo that men might talk with God in 
fleſh, as a man ralkerh with his friend. 

Even that Propher that ſhould be raiſed up like unro Moſer,whom 
Moſes adviſed the Generations to come to hear him , andall the 
Prophets forerold of him, yet when he was come, raget, ews did 
not believe him no more than their Fathers did believe Moſes , but 
they tempted him as their Fathers tempted Moſes: Neither did 
Chriſt accnſe, nor judge theſe Jews, nor their Fathers for unbe+ 
lief, butleaves them to Moſes in whom they truſted ; fo that Ms- 
ſes and the Prophets ſhall be the Judges of all thoſe that pur their 
rruſt in their Writings ; and who ever did, or doth truely believe 
their Writings concerning Chriſt ro come, or truely believe when 
he was come, they are all juſtified , and ſhall be ſaved by the Wri- 
tings of Miſes and the Prophets. | 

Soon the contrary, al thoſe Jews that read Moſes Writings, 
and the Prophets, and profeſſed obedience unto them, yer did not 
rruely believe them , but rather deſpiſed and perſecuted thoſe that 
forerold of a Chriſt the Savior; and the children of thoſe Jews 
perſecuted the Savior himſelf : theſe, I ſay, are all-to be accuſed 
and judged by Mvſes and the Prophets, for they made a profeſſion 
of their Writings, but underſtood, nor believed nothing ofthem z 
ſo theſe Jews have appeared before the Judgement-ſeat of Chriſt, 
and they will have no other Accuſer or Judge but Moſes, in whoſe 
Letter men pur their truſt : So that Moſes will be always ſpeaking 
in the conſcience, as the blood of Abe! did in Cains conſcience, fear 
and horror : And this is the Judgement-ſeat of Chfiſt thar rheſe 
men aforeſaid ſhall. and hath appeared before ; for Moſes and the 
Prophets were Judges in Chriſts ſtead. | 

So that all Commiſſionated men whom God hath choſen to re- 
veal the Myſteries of the Kingdom of Heaven ro mankinde., they 
are all Jadges, and are in Chriſts ſtead, and whar Judgement they 
give 1n ſpiricual matrers, Chriſt doth own as his own Facpeaieticy 
forhat who ever is judged by any of theſe Judges, they may be ſaid 
tobe judged, whether it be the Sentence of Juſtification , or Sen- 
rence of Condemnation, to eternity. ; and thar they received this 
Sentence before the Judgement-ſeat - Chriſt, 
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Alfo theſe Judges ſhall all fir upon Thrones of Immortal Glory, 
in the Celeftial Heavens, being faichful here upon earth, as Ms/es 
was in his honſe, that was in his Commiſſion of the Law , andthe 
Apottles in the Goſpel, and we the Witneſle; of the Spirit, accord- 
ing tothe tenor of our Commiſſion have been faichful-alſo ; ſorhat 
Moſes, the Prophets, and Apoſtles , and we the Witnefles of the 
Spc » {hall fir upon Thrones of Glory as Judges in the preſence 
of Chriſt, our God, our King, andour Redeemer in the higheſt 
Heavens. So much concerning the Judgement-ſear cf Chriſt,

ANSWER. 


Do: know and affirm, that thoſe Speakers of the Quakers, and 

others whom I have paſſed the Sentence of eternal Damnation 
upon, that they have nor,nor do grow in any Experience nor Re= 
velation fince the Sentence ofdamnation was paſſed onthem,as ex= 
perience doth plainly manifeſt, and many will witneſs unto ir. And 
as for Fox himſelf, what Experience and new Revelation of Scrip= 
ture have you had fince you were damned a matter of fourteen. 
years ago? Have you ubliſhed any other things but whar you did 
at the firſt ? no not ſo much as you did at the farſt ; for then it was 
your Principle of Zeal to fall into Witcherafc-firs, ſuppoſing ir was 
the Spirit of Chriſt that moved you to foam at the mouth,and ſigh 
and groan, and ſwell wich ſpiritual Witchcraft , and howl an 
groan as if hell were like toburft in you; and perhaps a while af- 
ter your ſpirit would break forth into a many non-ſenfical words, 
as if the devil had broke forth out of hell : was nor this your pra» 
Rice? and were not theſe the moſt eminent Quakers counted a- 
mongfſt you , whahad thoſe Wirchcrafr-fics? for the Quakers re- 
velation doth ariſe in them onely when the Witchcraft-fic is upon

. them; nay, Ihave known ſome that have followed the Quakers, 


de- 
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deſiring to be of them, and earneft!y _— in their Meetings to 
have rhoſe Firs as other Quakers had ; for they thought ſuch per= 
ſons who had thoſe Witchcraft-firs to be much in the favor of God, 
and that thoſe Fits had been wrought by the Spirir of Chrift, and

A bis. hath Samuel Hootor, William Smith, Edward Bourn, Ris 
chard Farnſworth,and many orhers thar were damned of late years, 
have they had any Wir hcrafrefits iince? or any new revelation ? 
if chey have, ler them b: brought forth to the light, Do you George 
Fox know any Quaker tharl have paſſed rhe Sentence upon , that 
can produce a Witcheraſ:-fir afterwards ? Ifno Fir can be produ- 
ced as formerly , then {ſay no true revelation norexperience can 
agile in the Quake: + hear's : Nay, this Sent:nce-it puts a ſtop to 
the revelation of Re1io!: 4.4 , giſe why ſhould: Quakers fall ſo, as 
you do, from your ai { 71iuwciple 2 for you are-not like rhe people 

you 
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you were fixteen years ago, there were few Quakers then but they 
had Wirchcrafc-fits, but now of late I do nor hear of any Quaker 
thar hath any Firs , no not ſo much as to buzz or hum before the 
Fir comes.

O this I ſhall make ir appear tothe Reader , that my words 

aretruth , and chac Fox hath ſhewed his ignorance and dark- 

neſs, both of Gods filling Heaven and earth , and thar Fox ner the 

uakers dorh nor believe chart Chriſt hath fleſh and bone of his own 

diſtin of himſelf , and that this flefh and bone of Chriſt is now in 
heaven above the ſtars. 

Letthe Reader minde the words of Chriſt : His diſciples ſuppo= 
ſed they had ſeen a Spiric, theſe diſciples were ignorant ar that 
time as moſt people, rhinking that Spirits might walk without bo- 
dies,or thar Spirits might aſſume bodies, and appear to men : this 
ignorant opinion was in the diſciples of Chriſt before they were 
endued with power from on high, and this is the general opinion 
of all men, bur thoſe that have a Commiſſion from God ; for if 
God had never @oſen Prophets and Apoſtles, and Witneſſes, to 
enlighren rhe underſtanding of people , all people in the world 
would have believed ſo;therefore it was that Prophets cauſed Kings 
ro pur to death all Wicches and Wizards that dealt with familiar 
ſpirits, as Samwel did, and King Sal, our of Iſrael; but all the Na- 
tions of the earth beſides did pratice Wirchcraft,and dealing with 
familiar ſpirits, and did believe that ſpirirs might , and did walk 
without bodies , and could aſſume what ſhapes they pleaſe. The 
ſame opinion is now all the world over , and in the Quakers alſo z 
and the diſciples of Chriſt at that time had a ſnatch ofthe Heathen 
opinion in them, which made them through rheir ignorance toſup= 
poſe they had ſeen a Spirit withour a body to walk before them 2: 
bue Chriſt willing ro convince them of that vain and lying opinion 
fairh co his diſciples, Feelme, an1 handle me , for a Spirit hath not 
fleſh and bane as Thave; asif he ſhould ſay, No Spirir can appear 
without a body, for a Spirit without a body is a meer ſhadow pre-

- . + ſented to your fantafie through your ignorance, as if Chriſt ſhould

ſay, do not believe that Spirits can walk without bodies , there is 
no ſuch thing, ic is but a meer ſhadow you ſuppoſe to be a Spirir, 
but come ro me, and feel me, and handle me, for a ſhadow as you 


rake or think tobe a Spirir, hath not fleſh and bone , nor is of no 
\ ſubſtanceas Iam. This was after Chriſt was riſen from the dead, 


and before the Apoſtles had received power from on high , ſo that 
the Reader may ſee that Chriſt had fleſh and bone after he was 
riſen from the dead : now 1 would fain know of the © uakers what 
became of this fleſh and bone of Chriſt, where it went, or where it 


Is now? Sure you Quakers will not ſay this fleſh and bone of Chriſt 


is within you, neither will you acknowledge thar the fleſh and 
bone which is the body of Chriſt riſen from the dead, to be now in 
Heaven above the ſtars diſtin& of himſelf : for that budy of Chriſt 
which was felt and handled by his diſciples, was that body that was 
prepared for the God-head Life ro dwellin, and ro ſuffer , and 
when thar body of Chriſt aſcended to Heaven , the God-hezal 
Spirir aſcended with ir alſo. 

So thar there 1s but one God, and one body of God, fo that Chriſt 
is God embodyed with fleſh and bone in all chings like unto man, 
fin excepted , as rhe Scriptures ſaich; fo that Chriſt cannor be in 
the Quakers , neither in his body nor his ſpirit; neither ar2 they 
members of his body not by union of taich as trugBelievers are; for 
then Chriſt hath never a body, neither wichin chem , nor wichour 
them; for if they ſhould believe that Chriſt hath a body diſtin& 
of his own,at ſuch a diſtance & refadence above the ſtars, then 1 ſay 
the Quakers Principle of Chriſt within them: would vaniſh like 
ſmoak indeed,as ic doth with many true Believers that were of the 
Quakers faith , before they came to know the true God , and the 
right devil : but the — are in black, picchy darkneſs, ſo that 
it 1s a vain thing to-talk ro chem of Heavenly Myſteries, as the My- 
ſtery of che true God, and the myſtery of the right devil, and how 
they became flefh ; for the ®uakers have gor, as they imagine, 
God and devil, hell and Heaven , Reſurre&ion, and all with- 
in them, ſorhey cannot rell where to finde any God without 
chem, but an Infinite Spirit without a body; alſo their devil is a bo- 
dileſs ſpirit, they know not from whence he came , notwithſtand- 
ing he 1s in them, EO 
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; A Lfo Fox faith, God fills heaven and earth. Here he repeats Scri- 

{A pture words , but never gives any Interpretation : he hath 
repeated many words of the Prophets, Apoſtles, and the words of 
Chriſt, he hath named their words to prove me a liar, but he gives 
no interpretation , nonot one Text that he hath brought againſt 
me: I dothink he never did interpret any Scripture words in his 
life. I marvel how the people called ©uakers are ſatisfied with 
their bibble-babble, that never tells what the ſenſe of ſuch words of 
Scripture are as they ſo much talk of, bur I cannot expe&no other 
from quakers, for they are all alike. 

So William Smith, Samuel Hooton, Richard Farnſworth, they named 
many places of Scriptures, which were other mens words , againſt 
me, as Fox doth, bur.never did interpret any. But Fox, do you 
 concetve that God is ſobig a bulk , that he fills heaven and earth 
wich his bigneſs? how comes it ro paſs then that the ©uakers bo= 
dies and others are ſo empty ? for if God be ſo big to fill 
Heaven and Earth, me thinks the Quakers bodies are bur lit- 
tle veſſels in compariſon of Heaven and Earth , they are 
great veſſels, and doth certainly hold God ,. and yer many vaſt 
places in the earth where God is not ar all, and Iknow many —_ 
kers and others that God is not in them at all , how is it then that 
God fills heaven and earth ? Oh this blind Fox? it is the nature of 
Foxes to be cunning and ſubtile, but this Fox is ignorant and fim- 
ple to repeat Scripture words and giyeno diſtinttion , that is the 
cauſe of ſuch groſs errors concerning God and devil; for Fox takes 
God to bean Infinice Spirit without a body.and this Spirit without 
a body fills heaven and earth without diſtinion,and fo Fox his de- 
vilisa bod! lefsSpirir , ſothat he can pive no diftintion what the 
devil is, though I know he is one himſelf : but for the Readers ſake 
I ſhall interpreta little how God may be ſaid ro fill heaven and 
earth, as thus : God is a ſingle perſon in form of a man, a ſpiritual 
perton, and no bigger in compaſs than #tman, and he was fo from 
eternity, even of the ſame ſtature as thEtirſt Adam was, therefore 
ſaid robe made ni the image, and likeneſs of God, Alſo Chriſt is ſail 
to bethe expreſs image of his Fathers perſon z the meaning is this, that 
Chriſt was the expreſs Image of God the'Father;as he was God in 
Immortality and Glory; and as Chriſt 4a in mortality and ſhame 
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he was the expreſs image of his Father 44am, for the Scriptures 
calls 4dam his Father,and David is called Chrifts Father as he was 
man; ſo that Chriſt being God and man , fo that God is of no bigs 
ger bulk or bigneſs, nor never was,than the compaſs of a man, and 
the firſt Adam was of the ſame bigneſs for compaſs of perſon as 
God was that made him, and the ſecond Adam Chriſt, which was 
God and man, was of the ſame compaſs when upon earth , as the 
firſt Adam in the beginning of the world was , rhe Scriptures are 
full ro prove this. But ir would be too tedious to ſpeak of them in 
this place, neither was it my intention to ſpeak of this point now, 
onely that the Reader may ſee the darkneſs of the Quakers , ro 
think God fo big a bulk ro fill heaven and earth, and give nodi- 
Rtinction how. 

This being a ground-work to know what God is in himſelf , fo 
it may eaſily be underſtood how God fills heaven and earth: he 
fills heaven and earth by his wiſdom and power, tin that he created 
all chings by the power of his word : alſo by the power of his word 
he hath planted a Law in every creature according to irs kinde, he 
hath by the power of his word written his Law in the holy An- 
gels, and all other celeſtial creatures in heaven, and every creature 
in heaven in their kinde obeys his Law written in their natures by 
the power ofhis word, ſo that all the creatures in heaven obey him, 
and ers forththe praiſe, wiſdom, power, and gory of their Crea- 
ror, their God, and King,ſo that heaven is filled with his glory. 

Likewiſe God hath written by his wiſdom and power of Crea- 
tion, a Law in every creature here upon earth, he hath wricten by 
the power of his word a Law in mans heart who is the Image of 
himſelf, whom God made lord of all other creatures; he by the 
power of his word hath placed a Law in the beaſts of ghe fields, in 
che fowls of the air, in all ſenfible creatures hath he planted a Law, 
and they all obey him in rheir kinde, and ſers forth his glory. 

Yea, he hath by the power of his word placed a ſecret Law in 
the Vegetables, as Trees Mlants,Herbs, and all things of that kind, 
nay, by the power of his gord he hath put a Law in the Sun and 
Moon, to run their courſe 1n their ſeaſon appointed. 

Alſo he hath placed by the power of his word a Law in the Stars, 
and Planets, and in all the Hoſt of Heaven on this ſide the Firma- 
ment ; nay, he hath ſer the Law of bounds to the Sea , and great 
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Waters ; al{ theſe things; and a thouſand times more hath he done 
by his wiſdom and power,and all theſe things which he batn- made 
byt he power of his word here below upon this earth, they declare 
his handy-works , and doth ſhew forth the wiſdom, power, and 
glory of God their Creator , every thing in its kinde ſhews forth 
the glory of God, and ſo God hath filled the earth with his wif- 
dom, power, and glory , in that he hath placed a Law in every 
thing according to his pleaſure,to ſer forth his praiſe here on ear th 

And in this ſenſe God may be faid to fill the heaven and earth, 
and yet his perſon but the bigneſs of a man as aforeſaid ; and he 
may be called the Great God , in reſpect of his great power , bur 
not in reſpect of his perſon ; for a King may be called a great King 
in reſpect of his great power; as Nebuchadzetzar King of Babylon 
was of great power, as in Daniel 4. 20. He was as a Tree whichrea- 
ched wp to heaven, So likewiſe his dominion i ſaid to reach tothe ends 
of the earth, as in verſe 22, Sothat ic was the greatneſs ofhis power 
that reached up to heaven, and to the end of the earth, that is, as 
far inthe earth as his Power, Necrees, and Laws would reach, yet 
the perſon of this great King was no bigger in ſtature and compaſs 
than another man. 

So it is with God, though his power, wiſdom, and glory fills 
heaven and earth, in that he hath given Laws, and placed Bounds 
ro all his Creation, as ſaid before, yer he himſelf is no bigger in 
bulk, nor in compaſs than a man , as the Scriptures doth in many 
places prove, and as I have ſaid before ; and in this ſenſe the Scri- 
ptures doth mean that God fills heaven and earth. 

But Fox and the ©uakers looks upon God to be fo big in his Ef- 
ſence and Spirit withour any body , that he fills heaven and earth, 
the Air, and all things elſe with his great big Spiric withour a bo- 
dy, this is the Quakers God, and Chriſt ; ſo they can get God in 
to them, as they think , and then when they parc out of the body 
they now have, then their ſpirits goes into God again, ſo that the 
Quakers God and their Spirits doth ſo whip into one another ,*(o 
that no body can tell where to finde either of them. 

This is the Quakers Principle,avd their imaginary God & Chriſt, 
and this is that Spiric they call the Spirit of Chriſt in them; this is 
that Chriſt they are members of,and bone of this Spirits bone, and 
fleth of this Spirits fleſh ; for they yy. ſuch a God that is a per- 
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ſon, and can be confined to one place of reſidence , but they muſt 
have a great infinite Spirit who fills all places ,and all things, which 
tet2ndt beknown nor underſtood what he is,ſuch aGod as this muſt 
the Quakers have, that their ſpirits may ſlip into him, when death 
doth approach ; for Quakers thinks their ſouls cannor die , they 
look upon that to come from God , therefore immortal ; ſo they 
think ro flip out of thoſe bodies they have , and fo creep into thar 
infinite Spirit again from whence they came , as they ſuppoſe, for 
they are of Solomons opinion, the body to the duſt and the ſpirit returns 
to God that gave it ; but Solomon was ignorant in this point, though 
he was a wiſe Man in things of nature, and you Quakers will fnd 
your thoughts and conceic in this thing fruſtrated , and that your 
fouls ſhall die, neither ſhall your ſouls ſlip out of your bodies , nei- 
ther ſhall ic go into-God again, as youdoe vainly imagine ; but as 
your ſouls doth diea natural death here, even in the fight of others, 
fo many of you ſhall die an eternal death hereafter , in your own 
bodies; ſo that God ſhall be no hiding place for you , but he will 
ſay , Depart from me ye workers of iniquity ; for you have been the 

reateſt deſpiſers and blaſphemers againſt a perſonal God , and 
them whom I ſenr, of any. 
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4 Gain it will be neceſſary togive Fox the Quaker alittle to am» 
.derſtand rhe bigneſs of the right Devil. Fox may remember 


that Hhave ſhewed before that Cain was the firſt Devil in fleſh, and 
the right Devil , and that the ſpirit of the Devil is not bodyleſs,as 
the Quakers doth yainly imagine ; and this Cain the firſt and right 
Devil was 2 Man , and of the ſame ſtature and bigneſs as the Ser= 
pent Angel was who beguiled Evz, who was Cains Father, 

For Adam was none of his Father , as Thave ſaid before , but 1 
perceive that Fox and other Quakers are unacquainted with the 
right Devil ; ſothat they wonderfully range at my words, to call 
the Devil a right Devil, they never heard the Devil called aright. 
Devil before. 

Thave received Letters from Quakers before, defiring to have it 
proved by Scripture, but hunt the Quakers are unacquainted 
mchtheright Deyil', and altogether ignorant of the wrong Dev ; 
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for they Know neither right Devil nor wrong Devil : but if Fox the 
Quaker will bur follow my advice, he ſhall ſee a right devil; ler 
George Fox but take a Looking=glaſs and look into ir , and he ſhall ſee 
his own face, and rhen he will ſee a right devil,and he need go no 
further to ſee the right devil, and alt other Quakers that are ignorant 
of the right devil, ler them look into a glaſs and there they may (ee 
themſelves to be right devils, and'nor wrong devils. 

15. The ſame page Muggelton faith , that Chriſt hath a diſtin&t 
body of fleſh and bone of his own. 

To this Fox faith , Is Chriſt diſtin& from bis Saints ? then how 
come they, ſaith Fox, to be of bis fleſh and bane ? 
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Ere people may (ee Fox hath manifeſted his deceir , and how 
he carrieth the Principle of the Quakers in an Allegory to de= 
ceive the people ; for their Chriſt they ſo much talk of , is a meer 
Allegory ; For faith Fox in another place of his Pamphler , we ow 
the Son of God , and his fleſh, and bone, and blood, who was.Crucifcd, 
and laidin the grave and roſe again , and ſits atthe right hand of God. 

Here Fox ſeems ro owne Chrifts Body without him , bur it is in a 
myſtery ; for he doth not believe thar God hath any right hand'or 
left hand either; for 16finireſpirics hath no hands, there is noneed 
of ſpirits without bodies ro have hands: but the Reader may plain- 
ly ſee that Fox hath a-myſtical meaning , or elſe he grofſely con- 
tradiats himſelf : 

For, ſaith-Fox , is Chriſt diſtin from his Saints , then bow came 
they to be of his fleſh and bone ? ſorthat Fex his words here are quite- 
contrary: to his words before ; ſo that ir may be clear ro thoſe thar 
are not ſtark blind, that rhe Quakers do not believe that Chriſts eh 
and bone is now in Heaven above the Star; witho.:t chem ; for,Cairti 
Fox, can Chriſt be diſtinG from the Saints ? 

Sothar Foxlooks upon the Quakers bodies ro be members of 
Chriſts body of fleſh and bone,and fo all the Quakers bodies which 
they count members,they make up but one body of Chriſt, %&Chriſts 
Spirit in them they count the headzand the Quakers fleſh and bore 
to be Chriſts body of fleſh and bane ; ſo that Chrilt can hore 
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diftin& of himſelf, nor have fleſh and bone diftin& both in body and 


ſoirtc, 
R This is the Quakers imaginary Chriſt, which is the abſolute ſpi- 
ric of Anti-chrifſt , and this ſpirit of Anti-chriſt ic dothreign more 
in the Quakers people,then in any people whatſoever. Here people 
may ſee what the Quakers Chriſt within them 1s, a meer allegory, 
a (pirit without a body ,and their fleſh and bone of their bodies they 
countChriſts body,and ſo when their ſouls ſlips our of their bodies, 
and goes into God, as they imagine,thetr bodies goes to the Earth, 
and (0 Chriſts body goes tothe Earth,and his ſpirit that is in them, 
goes into Gods vaſt ſpiric that rakerh all things into its ſelf; And 
according to Squire Pennington's ſaying unto Fobn Reeve,but it was 
when he was upon the RantingPrinciple, but fince that he is turned 
Quaker; forthe Quakers principle is but the Ranters refined into a 
more civil kind of life, | 
For the Ranters were (o groſly rude in their lives, that ſpoyled 

their high language , and made people weary of them ; but the 
Quakers that were upon the Rant are the beſt able ro maintain the 
Quakers principle of Chriſt within them , than any other Quakers 
that were not upon the Rant,as William Smith,and Squire Penning- 
tor , and others as I know : ſo that people may plainly ſee that the 
Quakers are led and guided by the ſpirit of Antichriſt,that will not 
allow Chriſts body of fleſh and bone to be diſtin& from his Saints, 
but would have the Quakers bodies to be Chriſts fleſh and bone z 
This is thac (picir of Anti-chriſt that denied Chriſt come in the 
fAe(h, as John in his Epiſtle ſaith ; for who ever denies Chriſt come 
in the fleſh, and thar fleſh he is come in to be diſtin& of ir ſelf from 
all other fleth, and from all other Creatures both in Heaven and in 
Earch , I ſay is the ſpirit of Anti-chriſt , which I am ſure the Qua» 
kers are , and do more than the Pope, fo thar the ſpirit of Anti» 
chriſt reigns in the Quakers people more than in the Pope , and his 
people ; rhe Pope Indeed is more ſuperſticious than the Quakers, 
bur the Quakers are for more Anti-chriſtian than the Pope 1n theie 
doctrine,

This Fox calls darkneſs, and faith God isa Spirit, and God is in 


Chriſt, who prepared Chriſt a body : there cannor be; faith he, 
Criſt wichour God ; and,faith Fax,the Quakers do know Chriſt in 
Lie fieih, and ſairh he feels me.

Hat is as true a ſaying of mine, as ever was ſpoken with 
"WR that the body of Chritt 1s the onely God,and they are 
reprobates who dares denir , yetthis devil Fox the Quaker calls ic 
darkneſs, and ſaith, God is a Spirit,and God is in Chrift : what igno- 
rance of God doth this Fox manifeſt ? if God be in Chriſt and thar 
body of Chriſt was Gods body which was prepared for the ſpirit of 
God to be in, then mult Chriſts body needs be the only God. 

For if God was in Chriſt , and Fox faith there cannot be Chriſt 
without God , than that body of Chriſt had rhe Spirir of God in 
that body ; then I ſay Chriſts body muſt needs be the onely God, 
for God and Chriſt , ſaith Fox , cannot be one without the other, 
then I ſay where Chriſts body is, there is Gods body. 

For if the ſpirit of Chriſt, and the ſpiric of God be all one ſpiric, 
as I think no man dares denie, then I ſay, ifthe ſpirit of Chriſt and 
the ſpirit of God be all one ſpiric,thenl (ay one body was prepared 
for this one ſpirit , even the body of Chrift his own fleſh and bone, 
ſo that this body of Chriſt and the ſpirit of God is in that body , fo 
that body of Chriſt being God and Mzn, that body may be called, 
and is the onely God, and who ever prayethro any other God , he 
prayethto a God of his owne imagination , as all your Quakers do;

and in your hearrs of ſtone, even as the Law that Moſer pave was 
written in Tables of ſtone to ſignifie the Law written in the ſeed and 
nature ofreaſon in the reprobate Angel before his fall,from whom 
all men received rhat ſeed of reaſon, and fo the Law written in it. 

So that as you feel the motions of that Law written in your hearts, 
your thoughts accuſing and excufing , ſhewing the Law written in 
your hearts, ſo ſhall that ſentence have paſſed upon you be printed 
in your memory , always Jucging and accuſing of you for your 
blaſphemie againſt the Holy Ghoſt , and deſpiling the meſſengers 
of rhe holy Spirit , and you ſhall remember you were told (o by a 
true Prophet : 

So that you ſhall feel me indeed to your endleſs miſery ; and

Ere Fox (hews his ignorance ahd darkneſs both of the devil, 
Has of the meaning of the Scriptures , and of the Apoſtles 
words ; the want ofdiſtintion, and the want of the gift of inter- 
pretation , is the cauſe the Quakers are ſo ignorant of every true 
Principle of Faith, For the ſpeakers are the worſt of all men in thar, 
for they never gives meanings of Scripture, not. interprets any. ' 
Look into all the Quakers writings, and they give no meanings,

nor interpretations of any ; for no interpretation can be given bu 
there muſt be a meaning ,as there was by Philip ro the Exnuch , bur 
the Quaker names the Scriprure words that are for his purpoſe, & 
though there be three places againſt that he names to prove to the 
contrary , the Quaker will give no meanings nor diſtinftions,but 
ſay ,it is the flefb that acks queſtions :. and this is the cauſe the Qua= 
Kers are ſo unable to diſpute, cr to anſwer queſtions ,. or interpret 
Scripture, indeed I cannot ſee how.they ſhauld; their foundation is 
ſo ſand; , one. puffe of wind from a teue Mefſenger or Miniſter of 
Chriſt will blow down all the poor: building; For they have none 
of. the true Corner-ſtone to build upon , nor that Rock which is 
Chriſt wichoutthem,but a ſandy foundationofaChriſt withinthem. 
Yet becauſe I would not have the Reader unſzrisfied rhar the ſpi- 
rit of Reaſon in manis the devil , and that it was the ſpiric of Rea- 
ſon in manhat always killed the righteous, and the Spirit of Rea- 
ſon that killed the Juſt, I'ſhall prove ic by Seripture,and ſhall ex- 
_ thoſe words of Paul, who defired to be delivered from unreaſuni- 
le men, for all men have not faith, 
I know ir isa vain thing to interpret Scriptures to Quakers,or to 
we meanings of Prophets , or Apoſtles to Quakers ; but for. the 
ake of others that ſhall read this Epiſtle , Iſhall open this point, 
and prove by Scripture that the ſpirit of reaſon in man is the devil. 
Firſt , ic was the ſpiric of Reaſon in Cain that killed righteous 
Abel , for Cainreaſoned in himſelf, why ſhould God accept of Abc/ 
& his offering,& nar-of him and his offering:he reaſoned in himſelf 


| Why ſhould God ſend fire from Heaven to teſtifie his aeceprance of 


Abel: offering, & ſend no fire from Heaven to conſume his offering: 
Alſo Catn reaſoned in himſelf, l am the fticſt-born,and Io God hath 
hadreſpe& unto the younger,wh2t reaſon is there that God ſhould 
reſpe& the younger and reje& the elder ? Likewiſe Cain reaſoned 
in himſelf, that he would kill Abe/ , then thought he, God will ac- 
cept of me, there being none to offer up ſacrifice unro him , but 
himſelf; ſo theſe-reaſonings and ſich like paſſed through Cain ſoul 
before he was reſolved to kill rightevus Abel ; but this reaſoning 
being too ſtrong for Caiz , it made him reſolve to kill his brother 
when he had an opportunicy, which a while after he had an oppor- 
tunity , when he mer Abel in the field , he ralked with him and 
flew him, And this ſpicic of reaſon in Cain was the firſt devil in 
| | Man 
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man that killed righteous Abel, and this was the ſpirit of ceaſon in 
Cain , and not any unreaſonableneſs in him. 

For he thought he had reaſon ro kill Abel , ſeeing God had dealc 
ſo by him to accept the younger , and reje& the elder. Alfo the 
like caſe was with Faceb, and Eſa , becauſe oa had got the 
bleſſing from Eſax , he reaſoned in himſelf rokill his brother Facob 
fo he reaſoned in himſelf how he might dothis murder, and not in- 
cur his Father Iſaac's diſpleaſnre, ſo he reaſoned in himſelf how he 
might have opportunity todo it , and not to be diſcovered that he 
did ir, and this reaſoning in Eſax took place in his foul , and gave 
a reſolurion to put ic into execution to kill Facob, becauſe he was 
bleſt,and Eſaz was not bleſt with that bleſſed promiſe that the righ- 
reous Seed ſhould come of him , as his brother Facob was. 

For this is to be minded by the' Reader, that the perſon that is 
accepted of God , of thar perſon the righteous Seed muſt,and doth 
come of;& look what perſons rejeted of God,of that perſon muſt, 
and doth come the reprobate and curſed Seed , as it was in Cain 
and Eſa alſo; Eſau would have puthis reaſoning of his mind in 
praiſe, had nor Rebecca his Mother by her revelation of Faith ſent 
ne: away out of Eſaxs reach ; but Eſazs reſolution remained in 

is minde ſtill, and waited for an opportunity : now was not this 
reaſon in Eſaz the deviltfor if Eſax had hag no reaſon to kill Facob,he 
would never have reſolved ro do ſuch wickedneſs, but Eſa rhoughr 
he had good reaſon to kill Facob ,, who had ſtoln away the bleſling 
from him,whoſe birthright he thought in reaſon itwas,ſo he thought 
ic was but reaſon to kill his brother who had done him thatinjury or 
wrong:was not this the ſpiric ofreaſon the devil in Eſau,that would 
havekilled his brother Facob of whom the righteous Seed came of ? 

Again, werenot thoſe reaſonable men that talked wich Chriſt, 
to whom Chriſt ſaid , Whyreaſon You in-your ſelves oſaying you have 4- 
brabam for your Father, taich Chrift,Godis able of theſe ſtowes to raiſe 
up children unto Abraham , ſo thoſe Phariſees and Saducees that 
came to the baptiſm of Fohn, Mat, 4. were they not wiſe rational 
men, and indued with a high meaſure of reaſon ? did nor they ask 
a reaſonable queſtion whether John was the Chriſt orno? yer Fohs 
calls them  generatton of vipers; and Chriſt calls rhoſe wiſe rational 
men he talked with, Serpents, Devils, yea, and thar the devil was 
theic Father; yet theſe were wiſe, prudent men , Indued with a 
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great'meaſure'of rexſon:! they; were no diſtratted men, nor Poſſeſt 
with any witchcraft-firs ,.as you Quakers are, bur were ſober,ſen- 
ſible men , and would ask a reaſonable queftion ; and required a 
reaſonable anſwer , yet this ſpiric of reaſon in theſe wiſe and pru- 
dent men, it was but the devil reaſon in them. | 

For Fobn calls them a generaticn cf pers , and Chrift calls them 
Serpents, Deps's , and that they were the devils children , yer theſe 
were wiſe men, endued with reaſon,and ic was that wiſdom of rea=- 
ſon in them , thar would have intrapt Chr in his words that they 
might have had ſome reaſon to have put him ro death; for Reaſon 
propounds queſtions ro catch: him in his words , that they might 
have had ſome reaſon to- pur him to dearh, cherefore Reaſon layd 
many ſnaresto catch him, 

So theyreaſoned amongſt themſelves, if we let this man alone, the Re 
9141s will take away our place and nation , ſo when they had accom= 
args their defires by their reaſon,” and brought him before the 

igh-prieſt and Councel of the. Jews , the Councel ſome of them 
reaſoned that ir was fit Chriſt-ſhould die for blaſphemy , in that he 
made hiimſelf.che Son of God z others reaſoned _ that he oughr 
not to die by their Law, not being juſtly accuſed. 

So when he came into Pilates cuſtody, what reaſoning had T5/ate 
in his ſpirit? his reaſon told him it was better ro whip Chriſt;than 
to kill him;and P:/ates wifes dream put him exceedingly to reaſon 
how he might deliver Chrift ,' but the reaſon of the High-priefts 
and Elders and thoſe that were'betow them , their reaſon was too 
firong for Pilate, and Pilate thought it more reaſon to obey Ceſar 
then Fis wifes dream, or the reaſoning of his own heart. 

So that his reaſon was, he thought better to keep the favour of 


- Ceſar, and the honor of this world than the peace of his conſcience 


and favour with God; ſo hisreaſon and their reaſon together deli- 
vered up the Juſt One te be crucified by reaſonable men , for the 
Centurion and thoſe that guarded him were reaſonable men alfo, 
and thought it but reaſon to obey their Rulers command in this,as 
well as other things : ſo that-ir may be cleer ro thoſe that are truely 
inlighrned, that the ſpirit of reaſon in man is the devi],and rhat the 


ſpirit of reaſon did kill the righteous in the beginning, and the ſpi- 


rit of reaſon did kill the Juſt perſon, even Chrift Jeſus.

Gain, ir may becleer that the ſpiric of reaſon in man is the 
Hevil,as may plainly appear by thoſe Chief-prieſts and Elders 
of tlie *ews.a in M:, 21 23. theſe Chief-prieſts and Elders would 
know of Chrift by whar authority he did thoſe things? bur Chritts 
anſwer was , Isthe B-ptiſme of Fohn from Heaven, or of men ? and 
theſe Chief-prieſts and Elders of the Jews reaſoned in themſelves, 
if they ſhonld ta» from Heaven ; then their reaſon told them they 
foughr againſt (od : and if they ſhould lay 9 Fobn Baptiſt ad his 
commiſſion from men to baptiſe with water, then their reafon rold 
them thar the people would ſtone them : Ne tro, 
So rhey reaſuned in themſelves it was better to ſay , they could 
not rel! , which was a [ye againſt che light of their own conſcience. 
Here the Reader may fee that the ſpirit of reaſon in man is the de- 
vil; for theſe Chief-prieſts and Elders were wiſe , pruden "Jnen, 
endued wich a great meaſure of reaſon,elſe they would nor have bin 
choſen Governors and Expounders of the Law and Prophets to rhe 
people of the Jews; yet theſe reaſonable men were devils, even 
thoſe who Chriſt called Serpents, Devils ; and Fobn Bapiift called a 
generatson of 11pers, | | | 
So that ir may be cleer to thoſe that are inlightned , that the 
reaſon in man is the devil,and nor onely a devil, but a damned de- 
vil; for it was the ſpirit of reaſon in man that always blaſphemed 
and fought againſt God, and perſecuted and killed the Jul and 
the righteous , becauſe God would nct accept of the devil reaſons 
worſhip, as he did of the Juſt and innocent worfhip of the ſpirir of 
Faith : and as for thar ſaying of Paul , who defired to be delivered from 
warea[onable men , for all men bavenot faith , lam of Pauls mind in 
that, for I have had experiencein a meaſure of the bad dealings of 
unreaſonable men as Yaz! had : but I ſhall ſhew the cauſe and why 
Paul calls chem wpre:/4ble men,it was becauſe the rude multitude, 
or ſome envious men upon the report of other envious people, . 
would beat and abuſe Paz! without any authoriiy from the Rulers, 
or without the command of ſome officer,as is cleer in the As con» 
cerning Demetrius and the Goddeſs Dsana:how were ſome of Pauls: 
" rote ot iomronaugabed =" friends 
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friends beaten by unreaſonable men, and Pax!himſelf would have 
bin-ſerved ſo and worſe, had he not bin refcued by the Town- 
Clark's ſpeech ; which ſpeech of his ſhewed thar the people did 


_ that which wasnort lawful by cheirLaw,therefore unreaſonabl-,and 


were in danger tobe called to account by the Judges of their Law, 
as Deputies and ſuch,and to be puniſhed as offenders of theLaw for 
their unreaſonable pratice, to beat and kill men uncondemned by 
the Law, as you may ſee Atis the 19.18, and ſoin Ats 23, 

How Paz! had like to have bin killed by unreaſonable men,forty 
of them had bound themſelves in an oath, neicher ro eat nor drink 
till they had killed Paw! ; yer by the power of the Centurion 
who had a commiſſion from the Magiſtrates to keep the peace , 


.would nor ſuffer theſe men to do ſuch unreaſonable deeds ro kill a 


man , and not condemned by the Law of reaſon ; for all Laws are 
made by the reaſon of man to govern people by. 

So in other places in the As you may read how Paul was abuſed 
by unreaſonable men, ſo that Par! had cauſe, and all Sainrs elſe,to 
defire tobe delivered from unreaſonable men ; for all men have 
not faith ; Pau! knowing that thoſe men chart have faith dares nor 
perſecurte men for conſciences , though he harh reaſon ſo todo, 
muchleſs to perſecute men for conſcience againſt Law and reaſon, 
as the rude multitude doth,and envious men doth, having nor Law 
of their ſide , bur are puniſhed as evil doers by the law of reaſon 
for doing things contrary to the Law , therefore called #nreaſona- 

ble men, | 
And.in this ſence Pazl defired to be delivered from unreaſonable 
men,for he knew men that had faith in their hearts would nor per- 
ſecute nor abuſe him , nor kill him , though he ſhould give them 
cauſe. This I my ſelfknoweth by experience to be true,for I have 


fallen ſometimes into the hands of unreaſonable men, for I have bin 


pull'd out of the houſe by head and ſhoulders,and beaten with their 
fiſts, and knocked down in the garden, and when they were affraid 
ro do me more miſchiefin another bodies houſe , they conſulred 
co lay in wait in all the Alleys to catch meas I came out, that they 


might do me ſome furthec miſchief, and no body know who didiir : 


they thought ro break my bones, if not kill me, but they were 
ſomewhat prevented , for we paſſed chrougha mans garden a pri- 
vace way , ſo that thelayers in wait could not catch us untill we

came in the fields, but when they heard we were paſt the corners bf 
the Alleys which were four, they run , and the boys run to ſee the . 
men run , that the duſt and gravel did flye about with the ſound 
of their feet , toovertakeus ; ſorwo of the men ofthe moſt deſpe- 
rateſt ofthem overtook us in the fields , and they borh ſmzote upon 
my head and neck with their aſts a while , and then run to Joby 
Reeve , and ſtruck up his feet, and he fell upon the gravel which 
made his hands bleed , ſo he lay upon the ground, and people came 
thick about us to know what was the matter ; but the woman 
came in whoſe houſe I was pulled ourof , andſhe knew theſe rwo 
men that purſyed us in the fields , ſothey lefc off, and flank away, 
leſt ſhe ſhould have had the Law of them for abuſing us in her 
houſe : There was about a hundfed of them in her houſe and gar- 
den when they pulled me out, theſe were unreaſonable men,ſuch as 
Paul.met withall which he deſired to be delivered from. Several 
times hath Fohn Reeve and my (elt been in danger to be abuſed and 
ſpoiled by unreaſonable men, and ir was upon the ſame account,as 
Paul was. - | 

For he was ſerved fo for declaring Jeſus Chriſt to be the Son of 
God,and that he was a meſlciiger ro declare ir;and we for dechirins: 
Chriſt Jeſus to be the onely God , and our ſelves to be commſſic- 
nated from-him , to bleſs the Seed of Fairh , and cucſe- deſyiliing 
ſpiries to eternity. . 

So that | am not unacquainted, nor ignorant'of Paats words ; 
For it hath been always thy deſire ever fince to be deliy zred from 
the rude multicude, who doth not goby the Law of reaſon, bur doth 
att as bruir-beaſts , who have no reaſon in them , therefore called 
unreaſonable men. This is a true diſtin&ion and interpretation 
wha: the devil is, even the ſpiric of reaſon in man , and how reaſon 
always killed the juſt and righteous Seed of Faith, and what the 
Apoſtle meant when he deſired to be delivered from unreaſonable 
men , and who may be ſaid tobe unreafonable men. Much more 
might be ſaid in this point, burI ſuppoſe there is enough wricren 
ro ſatisfe and inform any man thar hath true light of faith in him, 
or hath but moderate reaſon, | 19 

Onely this may be minded by the Reader , -that the Scriptures 
never called diſtrated men,nor mad-men, nor fools ; nor diſtem- 
pered brained men are never called Devils , though theſe men are 


poſſeſt 


'Poſſeſt wich Devils ; that is, wichdiſtempers of nature , theſe are

Devils thatare produced through accidenrsofuature,through ſome 
extraordinary grief, frighr, or loſſes, and ſich like,hath broke rhe 
brain , and (o the ſeat of reaſon is quice our of order, and makes 
them more ttrong then when their reaſon was in order,and\{o come 
to be poſſeit with devils; theſe devils are produced by accidents 
in nature, as I ſaid before, 

So not thoſe devils the Scriptures ſpeake of : we never read that 
any Prophet, Apaſtle,or Chriſt himſelf did ever condemn or judge 
ſich perſons, bitrather pitcied them , and healed them, and caſt 


thoſe devils out,as may be read in Scripture,nay the civilMagiſtrate 


doth not regard what'a mad-man faich , whoſe reaſon is out of or- 
der ; therefore it may be clear rhat rhe moſt wiſe, prudent men, 
who have the greateſt meaſure ofreaſon in them, are thoſe Nevils 
the. Scriptures calls devils, rherefore more fir to be politicians 


both in Church and Scate, neither could unwiſe man in reaſon go- 


vern this world as it is at this day. 7 
So that ir may be clear to thoſe rhat are inlightned , that the 
ſpiric of reaſon in man 1s rhe devil that killed the riphteous 


. and the Juſt, for Cain was a high pitch of reaſon when he killed 


righteous Abel, for Cain had the fulneſs of the reprobat Angels (pi- 
rit of reaſon, it dwelt in Cain bodily , and Eſau had much reaſon, 
and Fzdas , and that devil that tempted Chriſt was a man,$ had a 
grear meaſure of the wiſdom of reaſonin him ; and thoſe Chief= 
riefts and Elders that Chriſt called SeFents, Devils, that tempted 
Lim, were indued with a great meaſare of reaſon;they were wiſe, 
ſenſible, ſober, learned men , yer devils, and the ſpirit of reaſon in 
them was the devil that rempted Chriſt,8 perſecuted him, and kil- 
led him that was the juſt One, even the Savior of the world,of the 
elect Seed , ſo thar the ſpirit ofreaſon in man is the devil the Scri- 
ptures condemn , which commits miirder for conſcience ſake , or 
other ways , and is that devil thatis to be damned to erernity, &c. 
{ſo thatrhe Devil ſo much ſpoken ofin Scripture , and condemned 
by Chriſt, ic was ſenſible, wiſe, prudent men , indued with a high 
pitch of reaſon, and not unreaſonable men, nor mad, frantick, di- 
Hrafted men, as people do vainly imagine , as Fox and moſt of the 
Quakers do.

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CHAP. XXIV. 
KEI ANSWER. 

Ere Fox hath diſcovered his Allegorical Cheat, as I have 
made appear before ; For, faith he in the fourteenth particu=- 
lar of this Book, the Quakers owns the Son of God who was crucified, 
and laid inthe grave, and reſe again, and ſits at the right hand of God, 
yet Fox ſaith, the Godhead life did not die, Here Fox hath manifeſt- 
ed his great ignorance of life that died ; alſo he hath cur himſelf off 
from having any part or portionin the death of Chriſt , for God 
and Chriſt is all one undividual, or undivided Efſence,Perſon, and 
Subſtance, ſo that when Chriſt died,God died ; and when Cheiſts 
blood, or ſoul was poured out unto death, the ſoul of God was 
poured our unto death alſo, Chriſt being God and Man. 

For no man can truly ſay Chriſt was God and Man , except he 
were God as well as Man; for if there be another God beſides 
Chriſt, or above Chriſt, then Chriſt is not God as well as man , as 

eople do vainly imagine. Now we read that Chriſt poured out 
bis ſoul unto death, and will any dare to ſay thar the ſoul of Chrift 
was not the ſoul of God? ir is high blaſphemy ro affirm the con- 
trary ; beſides it cuts a man off from all benefic of the death of 
Chrift, for no blood but the blood of a God can ſpeak peace ro 
the ſoul of man,therefore ic is the blood of Chriſt ſpe aketh better things 
than the blood of Abel, becauſe Abel was bur a faichful man. 

Bur Chriſt was God as well as man, yer this Godhead life did 
die, and quickened again by ics own power, which Abels life could 
not do, being bur a man. Bur whar ſhould I ralk to Quakers of 
rheſe things, tor they donor believe that any ſouls die, no not their 
own, they all ſlip awav, and leave the body ro ſuffer; ſo Fox ſaich 
Chriſt ſuffered in the fleſh, bur his ſoul did nor die, bnt {lipr our of 
his body ; for he doth nor own thar Chrilts ſoul died, neirhec as he 
was God, nor as he'was man. But this is opened more large con- 
cerning the Godhead life dying, 11 The Interpretation of the whole 
Book of the Revelation, 

But whart think you, Fox, did C: 57: kill the ©11l or life of Abs1, or 
I No? 
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no? or did ie onely drive his foul of ſpiritout.ofhis body> Sifely 
if Cain hadnot killed Ab:ls foul, his blood would never haye'cryed 
for vengeance in Gods ears, and in his own conſcience as it did, if 
his life had not been killed. 

Whar do you think, Fox,tharF«da5 did by his ſoul when he hang'd- 
bimſelf? did he onely hang the body rhar his ſoul mighr ſlip away, 
and leave his body to ſuffer? What, do you think the ſufferings 
that all Quakers cf late, and others have undergone -in'impriſon« 
ment and baniſhmenr, ſome have died by reafon of thoſe ſufferings, 
but you Quakers do believe it was nothing but their bodies that 
ſuffered; their ſouls ſuffered nothing, they flipt our of their botlies, 
and went ſome where, you know not where. 4 
' . So your perlecutors did you ne great hurt, onely turned your 
fouls out of your bodies before the rime, as aLandlord doth a bad 
Tenant, rurns him out of his houſe for not paying his Rent, he ne- 
verkills him : So the Quakers ſouls are never killed, they are only 
ſeparated from | the body , (o that there is no great harm done by 
the perſecucors; they do but onely ſeparate ſoul and body one from. 
the other, they do nar kill lifein the Quakers , for life cannot die; 
the body indeed may ſuffer, bur life cannot die. 

This is Fox the Suakers faich, and all Quakers elſe. that Ihave 
talked with;and were not the ®uakers blinded and hardned, they 
would be aſhamed to own ſuch a Principle ; for all true Believers 
areaſhamed of the x won faith in this point , nay, 'men that are 
meer moral men that have no light but the dictates of nature , do 
know by experience, that the ſpirit and ſoul of man doth die, for 
nothing can be capable of pain bur life, nor nothing can be capable 
rodie bur life, yer theſe blinde Quakers cannor belteve that life can

in their pratice of luſt, cill many of them were weary of ir, as Sols- 
4200 was when he was old, and then they lefc oft char praftice, 
and turned Quakers, and:fo fell co be the greateſt, idolaters.of any, 
as Solomon did'to his Heatheniſh: Wives, drew his heart away from 
the worſhip of Moſer, to;worſhip idols, Lotend art"; 
So is it with thoſe Ranters that are turned Qyakers, they are be- 
come abſoJuce Heathen idolaters, for when they, were P:*ritanes, fo 
called, they were zealous for the letter of the Scriptures, and did 
prattice a good life as near as they could pn by, Hake , bur afcer 


they fell ro the practice of luſt, being encouraged by Solomons wri- 
tings, they left that legal Worſhip and civil pratice the Law tied 
them unto, and followed Selsmoxs prattice of luſt.

out a body}, and that their own ſpirits-may ſubſiſt without bodies,

Nay, becauſe they were reaſonable. men ,, they could nar go be- 

yond their own iLaw.,, for their malice would-haye-reach - unto. 

death, had the Law ofthe Land reached unto it. 
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And that would have pleaſed you Quakers very well,for I know 
fome-ar-that. time were ſorry eſcaped fo well , and ſo ſoon out of 
priſon : and I finde by the writings of Richard Farnſworth and yours

Indeed the firſt time I was in Darby-ſhire I did go to Bick» 
wel, bur I did not know there was any awaicr laid for me till afrer- 
ward : buthowever, I ſhould have been glad if I could have fled 
away from the devils malice this ſecond time alſo ; bur I have open- 
ed this more large in h- Neck of the Quakers broken, 

And as for thoſe Vagiftrates devils that perſecuted me, I knew 
it was reaſon the devilinthem: alſo 1 knew they were urged on by 
the Prielt ofthe Pariſh, for the Prieſt did ride upon the Mayors ſpi- 
ric. he being bur low inreaſun, and ignorant of the law of reaſon, 
theretore ic was that I paſſed the Sentence of eternal damnation” 
upon none of my enemies in that matter, but upon the Prieſt on'y. 
His name 1s Fohn Cupp, I have named him here,becauſe he is bound 
in thar,bundle of Tares amongſt the damned fort , ſo that the Age 
ro come may fee him recorded amongſt the damned , as Cain and 
Juaas are inthe Scriptures, by good and righteous men. 

ButI ſee by the writings of you Quakers , that your hearts are 
ſorrfthat the Powers of the Nation doth nor puniſh me more, yer 
this I ſhall tell you , rharl have more enemies againſt me than any

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Quakers whatſoever , for you Quakegs need ſuffer nothing by the 
Powers of the Nation for your doarine , for they and you are all 
one in that : but you out of a voluntary will, will worſhip and fa» 
crifice your ſel'ves in meetings, contrary to the Law made by the 
Powers cf the Nation , when as you have no Authority from God 
for any ſuch praCtice , you having notrue Miniſtery no more than. 
the Nation,ſo you bring perſecution upon your own heads through 
a voluntary, groundleſs fuffering for Chriſt, whenas Chriſt owns 
not your meetings,nor the Powers of the Nation owns them nor. 

Why ſhould you ſuffer ſo much for a Lie ? I know you will rake 
me for your enemy to ſpeak thus ; yer this I ſay, Ialways loved the 
perſecuted berter than I did the perſecuter ;. for though men ſiffer 
for a Lie, yet ahes it was in the innocency of the minde, and 
Talways had compaſſion upon the afflicted for conſcience ſake, as I 
have known ſome that have loſt their lives for conſcience ſake, 
which I have been ſorry for, though Iknow they ſuffered-for a meer 
Lie, as all you Quakers do; for there is none of you doth ſiffer for

So one by one he ask- 
ed me: ſo Ianſwered him ro every one diſtinG of it ſelf; ſo when 
the Judge had heard my anſwer, he ſaid it was well, and freed me 
from going to Darby Goal any more. 

Bur this is that I would have the Reader minde, that if I had been 
takenin-a Meeting , as the Quakers are , then che Judge would 
have had the Law on his fide; and all other things I was accuſed of, 
as blaſphemy, and how 1 had power to damn and to ſave, and ikar 
I was one of the two Witnefles ſpoken of in the Revelation,and il:at

TS beareth the ſame ſence as the other, whatſoeyer the Pro- 

phers', Apoſtles and Witneſſes of the Spiric doth, it may be 
ſaid Chriſt doth ir, as the Prophers they preached of Balm in Gi- 
lead, and of Eye-ſalve to anoynt the peoples eyes, that they might 
ſee what did belong to their peace , and where they might bave 
ſalve ro heal the wound in conſcience, which fin had made in their 
ſouls, this is called rhe preaching of Chriſt by his Prophets. 

2. The Apoſtles had power given them by Chriſt ro open the 
eyes of the blinde, and to give light unto them that were indark- 
neſs, and in the ſhadow of death ,, and brought rhoſe that believed 
their dodrine into the light of life eternal. Allo they had the Keys 
of Heaven and of Hell , to bind fin upon the conſciences of unbe= 
lievers never to be forgiven , and to Jooſe the ſins of thoſe that did 
rruely believe rheic doGrine of Chrift; and thus they did open the.

Bur know Foxthe Quaker is willing ro believe that dead Pro- 
phers and Apoſtles were. Meſſengers of Chriſt, but he dothnot be- - 
lieve.there is any ſent of Chriſt nor alive, bur whar is wichin them, 
but he ſhall 'ind thatwe the Wirnefles of the Spirit were ſent of 
God, and hie as great power given us,as any Prophet or Apoſtle 
whartſoever® , | 

And as for thatſaying of Fob, Revelation 5. That no. man in Hea= 
vtw, nor in Earth, nor under the Earth , was able to open the Bock,, bat the 
Lion of the Tribe of Fudab. This Þ would have the Reader to minde, 
for it is a vain thing to ralk ro Quakers of interpretation. of Scrip< 
rure by man, that is alive; but Fobzthat,ſpake theſe words being 
dead, .the Quakers believe his words, though they know nothing 


whar he meant, nor what that Book was that none could open bur 
Chriſt: 


This ler the Reader minde,that there is three Books that are.to 
be opened by Chriſt,as you maYſee Rev. 20, 20. And the Books were 
opened, and another. book was opened, which is the Book of Life. 

Now to give the Reader to underſtand theſe three Books , the 
firſt Book is the Law written in mans heart , this Book are all the 
Heathen are to be judged by , when iris opened ar the great day of 


the Lord. The ſecond Bnok ts the Conſcience of people who hath 
heard rhe preaching of Faith in Chriſt, yer did nor believe , when 
this Book 1s opened they ſhall be judged at thar grear day in them- 
ſelves, for their unbelief. The third Book is the Book of Life, 
wherein all true believers Faith is written , and according te their 
works of faith they are judged , and fo according to the works of 
unbelief, are judged, and according to the works of reaſon , their 
thoughts acculing, ſhall rhe Heathen be judged according to whar is 
 writren:

of Life , and none was found worthy to open the Book of Life but 
Chrift , he being, the Lion of rhe Tribe of F#dab. This Book of 
Lifetuſt needs belong to Chriſt to open, and to noman elſe; for 
he i> God the firſt and the laſt , rhe beginning and the end of all 
mankind ; bur whart is this to interpret Scripture? Chriſt hath 

iven that to man : but I have opened theſe things more large in 
the Interpretation if the whole Book of the Revelation, 

In thelaſt place I ſhall ſay ſomerhing as to the quakers principle 
& practice: Fox {aith in the end of his Pamphlet againft me,#hat 1am 
judged with the \pirit of Truth ; and over me, faith Fox,is the true and 
Faithful witneſs Chriſt Feſus the Corner«ſtone , which will grind me to 
powder, Further Fox faith , #n Chriſtis his people , meaning the Que 
hers, that reign over my head,that can raiſe and reign over the head of the 
cxrſer : and Fox ſaith , Edward Bourx whomthou haſt curſt and dam<- 
ned , who is far above thee ant thy Father,in bimthat redeems out of the 
curſe, and deſtroys thee and thy Father bath. 

I-do acknowledge that Chriſt Jeſus the Faithful Witneſs , the 
Corner-ſtone,ſhould grinde me to powder if he doth nor own me 
ro be ſent ofhim ;. if I do curſe any without a commiſſion from him, 
or if T ſhould curſe any of the rrue Chriſts peoplezthen let that curſe 
be upon my own head;as Fox faith, 

Alſo I was always willing that thoſe people that were ingrafted 
into Chriſt by Faith,ſhould be above me; for there is no people in 
Chriſt but ſich as are ingrafted inco him by faith , which I am ſure 
no-quaker is as in thar ſtate , neither can any man be amember of 
Chriſt but by the hearing of Faich , and ſaith comes. by hearing ; how 
can any preach the word of faith except be beſent?as I am ſure no Qua» 
Ker never was ſent of Chriſt to preach, therefore no Quakers peo=. 
ple in Chriſt. | 

 Burthar Chriſt the Quakers people are in, I that am aman hath 
power over ſome , I have ſeparated their Chriſt from them one 
fromthe other,and hath ſhewed them thetrrue Chriſt co their great 
. farisfation, and they have bin glad they were rid of the Quakers

Others again hath.bin condemned by me , both therh and their 
Chriſt,neither would Iletghem and their Chriſt part one from an-

T2 may remember about fourreen years apo,in the year 1753, 
that you did ſeem ru receive 'Fobn Reeve and Lodowick Mr + 
gleton as Meſlengers and Prophers ot. the Lord , or as Witneſſes of 
the Spirit; and further you did ſhew much kindneſs unto us upon 
that account, for there could be no other inducement 1 us at that 
rime to inyice any toſbew kindneſs unto us, bur that dutrine de» 
clared by us concerning the true God, as vur writings did declare, 
which you did ſeem ro own. '- Alſo you may remember your greafr 
zeal you had for us when we were priſoners in O'd-Bridewel , your 
zeal carried you out fo far for us todeliver a Writing of ours unto

them. I know your pride, and ambirion'of your hearr that loverh 
ro be eſteemed of people : what, a Woman-preacher ! youthink 
this ro be a great glory to you, bur the greateſt ſhame rhar poſlible 
may be will be the effefts of ir; for it 1s nor your many ſenſleſs 
ſpeeches wichour form or order produced by a witchcraft ſpigit 
within you, which you call the light of Chriſt ; I ſay this you have 
ploried in will be your endleſs ſhame , for your latter end will be 
worſe than your beginning, for you are becomean abſolute Apo- 
ſtare, who bath back-flided and fallen fromthe truth, and turned 
to the Quakers, rhe moſt Antichriſtian Principle of all the ſever 
Churches, and the greateſt fighters againſt aperſonal God wirh- 
out man, of any,'ſo that you are an abſolute Apoſtate, and impoſe 
fible ro be renewed by repentance; for you are fallen from truth 
coalie, for yon are as ſome were in the Apoſtles time, as Heb, 2 6, 
who were enlightened , and had rafted of the good -word of God, 
and the powers of the life ro come, that is, they were enlighrened 
by che Commiſfion of the Goſpel commirred rothem to preach;

were the greateſt Deceivers that ever was, and that as ſoon as ever 

you mer with Triurh, meaning the Quakers, then youforſook us ; 
theſe, with ſuch like words, and more than I mention here,did you 

ſay, which is clear ro me that you are nor onely fallen from grace, 
bur you have trampled the blood of the Covenant under foor, and 

counted ican unholy rhing , even that whereby you ſhould have 

been ſanRified by fatth ; had you held our ro the end, you ſhould 

have been ſaved by this Commiſlion of the Spicit; for there isno

Now | haveſhewed you.what a dangerousthing ir is to fall from 
commillionated men ro non-commilflionated men,and what a dan- 
gerous thing it is for men or women to exerciſe the offices of prea- 
ching wichour a Commiſſion from God , or from him whom God 
ſends ; therefore I ſhall ſay theſe words as followerth, I have heard 
of yaur being a Quaker theſe many years ,. ſol let you alone as to 
that, bur of late I hear. chat ycu are a Speaker among the Quakers 
meetings, and that you knew Fohn Reeve and my ſelf,and did keep 
company withus, until you met with.
